The population is composed 
almost entirely of New York families, and of 
course their local diversions are characteristi- 
cally exquisite. A kirmess has just been held 
in the Orange opera house, and about all the 
gitls of the region went to it—the prettiest of 
them as sellersat the booths. The wind-up 
was a bail, in which the peasant dances of 
various old world countries were represented. 
The danseuses were maidens of high social 
degree, if notin all instances of superior nim- 
bleness or grace. Such show would have 
shocked New York, for the nearest thing like 
it here was that kirmess in which the sons 
and daughters of Fifth avenue danced for ex- 
hibition in the Metropolitan opera house; but 
that time the amateur ballet was on the gen- 
eral floor level while at Orange the stage was 
used.

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GIANTS OF THE PAST. 


Emperors,.and Ordinary Individ- 
uals. 
From the Detroit Free Press. 

The existence of whole nations of gigantic 
persons may well be questioned, but there 
can be no reasonable doubt of the reality of 
certain individuals whose height has greatly 
excecded that of menin general. The giant, 
as a curiosity, has been seen by nearly every 
American boy in the museum and in the cir- 
cus. The stories of great giants of the past 
ages are more than interesting. The exact 
height of Og, king of Bashan, has been fre- 
quently given, some supposing him to be 
more than twelve feet ia height, while others 
think his stature did not exceed eleven feet. 
In like manner the giant Goliath of the 
Bible is generally computed to have been 
nine feet nine inches high ; but commentators 
a that he might have been fully eleven 

ect. 

The emperor Maximinus was. nine feet in 
hight, and several other Romans of equal stat- 
ure are said to have lived during the reign of 
Augustus. Accounts are contained in the 
philosophical transactions of the Royal society 
of human skeletons dug up in Evgland meas- 
uring eight and nine feet in length. These 
were probably the remains of Romans, Many 
fabulous and contradictory stories were told at 
one time of the Patagonians, who, according to 
travelers, had been a race of giants. An Eng- 
lish official once declared that he had measur- 
ed the bones of men in sepulchres in South 
America between eleven and twelve feet high. 
Turner, the naturalist, declares that he once 
saw upon the coast of Brazil a race of gigantic 
savages, one of whom was twelve 
feet in hight. The declaration of 
Turner is_ ail the more credible, 
by the statement of M. Thevet, of France, who, 
in his description of America, published in 
Paris in 1775, asserted that he saw and 
measured the skeleton of a South American 
which was eleven feet five inches in length. 
To these remarkable instances may be added a 
well proportioned living man, whom Diem- 
erbrock saw at Utrecht, measurigg eight feet six 
inches. Dr. Decamus, an ancitfat scholar, re- 
ports having seen a youth of nine feet, a man 
of ten feet, and a woman nine feet in hight. 

Walter Parsons, who acted as porter to King 
Jemes I, of England, was seven feet six inches 
in stature. But the Chinese claim to have had 
men among them in the last century who were 
fifteen feet high. However, this report may 
tave no more foundation than the chronologi- 
(al fables of the sons of China.

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BOOKS AND AUTHORS. 
A Glance Over the Literary Field---Briefs 
About Books--News and Notes, 

IN. Harper's Magazine for March (or any 
other month, for that matter,)one naturally 
turns first to the pictures and then to the fic- 
tion. In the frontispiece of the current num- 
ber the exquisite art of Mr. Edwin A. Abbey, 
is seen, if notatits best, certainly in one of 
its most characteristic phases, The drawing 
is entitled “The Day of Rest.” A buxom 
young girl, of the kind that appears to appeal 
so strongly to Mr. Abbey’s sensibilities, with 
her brother, an old-fashioned little boy, is s:t- 
ting in a pew asleep. Above them drones 
the good old. preacher, all  earn- 
estness and dullness. It 1s a beautiful 
picture in all its details and suggestions, and 
such as only Mr. Abbey can compass. It is full 
of the repose and quiet of an eighteenth con‘u- 
ry Sunday, fand possesses a rare combina- 
tion of poetry and humor, so that the effect is 
not only artistic in the highest degree, but ina 
certain sense literary. It is this literary touch 
that distinguishes Mr. Abbey from all contem- 
porary artists. The most interesting piece of 
fiction in the magazine to those who have 
carefully followed its deliberate movement, is 
the serial novel “Springhaven,” by R. D. 
Blackmore, In this remarkable story itis not 
only the style that is important, but the char- 
acters and their motives. We are introduced 
to people who are well worth knowing in one 
way and another. The installment before 
us is profusely illustrated, by Frederick Bai- 
pnard and Alfred Parsons, and there is alsoa 
fine reproduction of Middleton’s portrait of 
Mary,the mother of Washington. Mr. Howells’s 
serial, “April Hopes,” goes rattling ahead with 


considerable vivacity, and occasional touches | 


of the humor that is facetiously called Ameri- 
can. It is difficult to decide as yet whether 
one would like to meet Mrs. Pasmer, or her 
daughter Alice, or young Mavering. Some of 
the traits of these people have a very disagree- 
able twang.

thur Burdette Frost, who is as American in 
his art as heart could wish—inimitable in fact, 
Roference has already been made to Mr, 
Charles Dudley Warner’s brief article, “The 
South Revisited.” Itis clear, candid and im- 
partial in its exposition and interpretation of 
the political and social attitude of the south. 
One of the most charming of recent contribu- 
tions to magazine literature is the Hon. 
Charles Gayarre’s paper on “A Louisiana Sugar 
Plantation of the Old Regime.’ More de- 
lightfnl remeniscences could hardly be writ- 
ten. Itis not that they are important, but 
there is a flavor about the style, a touch of gal- 
lantry and patriotism in the author’s point of 
view that it wonld be difficult to 
match. Among ‘other contributions, 
there are illustrated articles on the police de- 
partment of New York, and on “Duelling in 
Paris.” Of the poems, ‘‘Overan Old Folio,” by 
Charles W. Coleman, Jr., of Virginia, is easily 
the best. In the departments, Mr, Curtis, 
writes lightly of social and literary topics, and 
Mr. Howells deals with recent writers of verse, 

SCRIBNER’S MAGAZINE for March is particu- 
larly strong in fiction, though the fiction may 
not be particularly strong, The number con- 
tains installments of the three serials, and 
three short stories, “Seth’s, Brother’s Wife,” 
by Harold Frederic, slips smoothly along in 
the mode:n realistic groove. Mr. Bunner’s 
“The Story of a New York House” retains the 
quaint charm of style and the 
delightful - humor that have marked 
it fiom the first. Of “The Residuary Legatee,”’ 
by J.8., of Dale, it may be said that it is be- 
ginning to labor. There are signs of perspira- 
tion here and there. The ground around shows 
signs of the struggle in which the author is en- 
gaged. ‘‘Aunt}Fountain’s Prisoner” is the title 
of a skit by one of THE CONSTITUTION writers. 
It runs somewhat into Middle Georgia life. In 
other words, the low pressure of dialect seems 
to be central over Putnam county. The gen- 
tle reader has no doubt observed that various 
CONSTITUTION Writers have a good deal to an- 
swer for first and last—a good deal for which 
THE CONSTITUTION is notresponsible, for when 
our own columns are closed against them they 
have a habit of running off to the magazines 
and syndicates. Robert Gordon Butler hasa 
story ofa Russian Priest, ‘‘Father Andrea,” 
which is freshand unconventional, “Cordon!” 
is the title of a short story by T. R. Sullivan, 
which ought to be thrilling enough to satisfy 
the longings of those who desire to escape from 
the atmosphere of realism. Of the miscella- 
neous matter, “The Stability of the Earth,” by 
N. 8. Shaler, is of the timeliest interest. Ex- 
Minister Washburne’s “Reminiscences of the 
Siege and Commune of Paris” reaches the third 
paper, which is devoted to the commune. Ed- 
ward J. Lowell writes entertainingly of the 
Bayeux Tapestry, and his arti- 
cle is accompanied by reproductions 
of some of the pictures wrought on the ancient 
cloth. Andrew Long has a “Ballade of the 
Penitents,’”’ which is not particularly striking. 
The frontispiece of the magazine is a portrait 
of M. Thiers, engraved from the portrait by 
Hesly. Mr. Shaler’s article is accompanied by 
some illustrations that speak directly to the 
text, and Mr. Washburne’s Reminiscences are 
profusely illustrated. The real art of the 
number, however, is to be found in Frost’s il- 
lustrations of Mr. Bunner’sstory. The refined 
humor of these drawings would be difficult to 
match,

He reads every line 
that appears in the Atlantic, and leaves only very 
little of the proof-reading to his assistant. Hiscor 
respondence also receives his personal attention,a1 d 
besides this work every manuscript sent in is reau 
and passed upon by him. At 11 o'clock in the 
morning he goesto his home and enjoys a late 
breakfast with his wife, mother and two boys, who 
then have their college recess. These boys, apro- 
pes, are exceedingly interestingin that they are 
twins, the one bearing the most striking resemb 
lance to the other. After this meal Mr. Aldrich 
returns to the office, where he remains until 5:39, 
when he returns home for the day. The 
author resides on Mt. Vernon street, 
in a home of positive luxuriance and comfort. 
Everything about the house is tasteful and of the 
richest description. The walls are adorned with 
portraits and engravings of eminent writers, and 
each has fixed underneath them some bit of o- 
nal manuscript in the subject’santograph. Mr. 
Aldrich shares the pardonable hobby of many in 
securing the pentracks of great authors, and be- 
tween this and his large library he spends con- 
siderable of his time. His mother resides with 
bim, and to her the son is as devotedly attached as 
thetohim. He is thoroughly domestic and finds 
his greatest pleasure with his family. An interest- 
ing occupant of the house is a large Irish setter, 
who is indeed a most intelligent member of the 
brute creation. Heis attentive to the wishes of his 
master, one Of his favorite occupations being the 
bringing of the latter's slippers, which he sets down 
at the feet of his master in perfect position for the 
easiest possible entrance. His knowledge of all 
manner of dog tricks is almost inexhaustible, and 
delights visitors with an exhibition of them. Mr. 
Aldrich’s study, or ‘den,’’ as he terms it isin the 
front room of the second story, and from this 
chamber in the house emanate those exceedingly 
clever stories that have won for their author so 
large a circle of readers and admirers.

RareicH, N. C., February 25.— [Special 
Correspondence of The Constitution.}|—There 
is usually nothing of an eventful nature 
happening during a trip from Atlanta to North 
Carolina, and about the only chance for enjoy- 
ment is reading the papers or watching through 
the car windows the signs of development the 
“New South” is everywhere showing. There 
is one especial pleasure, however, worth no- 
ting, and that is the splendid equipment of the 
--Richmond and Danville railroad system. 
Trains glide along as smoothly over the line 
from Atlanta to Greensboro as on the best 
roads at the north, with none of thaf rattle- 
trap noisefand jerkey motion so painfully ap- 
parent On many of the southern railways. 
The road-bed is well ballasted, with new steel 
rails along the whole distance, thus affording 
comfort and safety. 


I breakfasted at Greensboro, having left At- | 


lanta the evening before at six o’clock—seven 
o'clock by the R. & D. time. It was my for- 
tune to travel in company with an Atlanta 
commercial tourist, whom the boys on the road 
know as “Goldie,” a nickname. “Goldie” 
belongs to a family of wits, and is ever 
ripe for a joke.

THE CITY’S TRADE. 


Thecommercial importance of Raleigh is not 
so large as it might be, but itis still consider- 
able. There is a good wholesale trade, divided 
among some twenty odd jobbers, with an annu- 
al business worth about $2,000,000, while the 
retail business foots up $2,225,000, according to 
the best figures I can get from reliable sources, 
Tabulated, the annual business of Raleigh 
would be about as follows:

The three banks are in good condition, and 
the total capital is to be increased soon by a 
savings bank, the charter for which is already 
obtained. I find here a valuable point for 
your Georgia towns to follow. The people 
have begun to make distinction between the 
value of a nickel and a penny. Ihave a hand- 
ful of pennies which are of no use to me in At- 
lanta. I bought four New York papers froma 
newsdealer, which would have cost me in At- 
lanta twenty cents. The dealer charged me 
sixteen cents and handed me four cents change 
from twenty cents I gave him. Never 
was there a better sign of progress than this. 
When it is remembered what a provident peo- 
ple the New Englanders are, and that the basis 
oftheir world of industrial enterprises isa 
copper cent, the new idea of pennies obtaining 
here may be understood and appreciated ac- 
cordingly. In Atlanta I usually pay five cents 
for a box of matches; an old woman here who 
keeps a huckster stand owed mea penny for 
change on a purchase of apples and gave mea 
bux of matches instead, 
“Do you sell matches by the box for a pen- 
ny””’ I asked. 
“Yes; they cost me a quarter ofa cent, and 
that is enough profit.” 
“Can I buy an apple for a penny?” 
“Yes, sir, and an orange for two cents.” 
And so it goes. I find the system generally 
in vogue among merchants, and the people 
like it. 


Major Tucker’s Opinions. 
A WEALTHY CITIZEN’S VIEWS ON THE PRESENT 
OUTLOOK IN RALEIGH, 

On arriving in Raleigh I was fortunate 
enough to be directed to Major R. S, Tucker, 
whose position in the state as well as in the 
business community enabled him to be of sub- 
stantial assistance to me. 

Major Tucker's firm, W. H." & R. 8. Tucker, 
has, since its beginning, occupied a leading and 
commanding position in this city. 

A few yearssince the major, after the death 
of his brother, retired from the dry goods busi- 
ness giving it up to the young men he raised 
in the business, and now the firm is carried on 
under the name of W. H.and R.S. Tacker 
«& Co., fortunately being among the most solid 
men in North Carolina, but continues to be 
one of the most active men of the city, fore- 
most in all works of substantial improvement, 
He has also developed into a model farmer, 
showing the same thrift and economy in the 
management of his farm as in the conduct of 
his large commercial interest, 

After two years’ cultivation, on a tract of 
land, denuded of wood, with no accumulation 
of vegetable mold or matter, by a judicious use 
of compost, and of lime burned from oyster 
shells on the premises, and general intelligent 
treatment, the past season just ending, gave 
him one hundred and eight and one-half bales 
of good cotton piched from one hundred acres 
of, what had always been considered very poor 
land. This, in addition to his attention to fine 
Jersey cattle, entitles him to be considered a 
good farmer in every sense of the word. 

There being no better authority on the sub- 
ject of the past development, present status 
and future growth of Raleigh, I asked him to 
give me a brief account of the capital city of 
the ‘Old North state,” eliciting the following 
reply: 

Major] Tucker said: “Raleigh as you know is 
an inland city, physically considered, being 
about the central part of the state, It has 
been a place of quiet, steady growth, and shows 
decided, marked improvement in many ways 
as time goes on. 

“Tn 1870 we had _a banking capital of $225,000, 
which in 1885 had increased to $425,000, di- 
vided among three banks, and now steps have 
been taken for the formation of a savings bank 
supported by many of our best citizens. The cen- 
sus of 1570 showed a population of 7,790 peo- 
ple. An accurate private census taken in 1883 
showed 13,104 population, which is a'good in- 
crease, 

“I have not just at hand any statistics regard- 
ing the growth of mercantile pursuits, but for- 
tunately have some figures relating to the in- 
crease of manufacturing industries, as the fol-

“Raleigh is one of the healthiest places in the

“During the war a committee of eminent 
surgeons were appointed to find the best place 
for sanitariums and concluded their labor by 
naming Raleigh, N. C., and Aiken, S. C. We 
have been remarkably free from contageous 
diseases of all kinds. We havea good climate 
as the state is about the middle of the temper- 
ate zone, and excellent water.” 

‘What do you regard as the leading interest 
of Raleigh at present?” 

“There is no question but the commercial 
interests predominate. We are now increas- 
ing largely the amount of cotton handled. 
And by the way the finest staple of cotton 
grown in North Carolina with the exception 
of Anson county is raised in this, Wake 
county. 


‘“‘The farmers find this a good market for sup- 
plies, and get the highest prices for their com- 
modities. 

“We have now a good cotton compress,which 
adds some to the importance of the market. 

“Raleigh is also becoming quite a tobacco 
market,” 

“Is your section suited tothe growth of the 
‘golden leaf’ tobacco?” 

“The experience of three years past shows it 
is. A few years back this particular kind of 
the weed was considered to belong to and be 
confined toa limited area lying in several 
counties northwest of Raleigh. The trial of 
our land, however, has developed the fact that 
we can and do growas good an article of bright 
tobacco as can be raised in any section.’’

‘We now haveffthe electric lights, a good 
street railway snd a fine system of waterworks 
now building, which will be complete in a few 
months’ time. ; 

‘We have an exceptionally fine lotof public 
buildings which not only present &@ 
handsome appearance but are of the 
most solid character, The state 
capitol, a massive granite building, the gover- 
nor’s mansion, insane asylum, state penitentia- 
1y, institutions for the deaf, dumb and blind, 
for white and colored races separately. 
The United States  postoffice and 
courthouse, the county courthouse, and 
our church and school, buildings of various 
kinds, cannot be excelled by any place of its 
size in the country.” 

Raleigh is quite an educational centre, There 
are two large prosperous female seminaries, an 
excellent system of public schools, besides the 
Shaw university, which is one of the largest 
institutions forthe colored race in the world, 
having good grounds and some ten or twelve 
good buildings, five of which are of the most 
substantial character. The course includes a 
mechanical and medical department. 

One of the liberal citizens of Raleigh has re- 
cently given the city a park and the general 
assembly now in session will in all probability 
agree to @ measure now pending to estab- 
lish a state agricultural and mechanical college 
on grounds adjoining the park. We have a 
number of public squares, and the streets are 
wide and beautifully shaded, General U. 8S. 
Grant, when here immediately before

Our people are now considering the question. 
First-rate sites can be had adjacent to two lines 
of railway at reasonable figures. I am in 
hopes of seeing such an enterprise commenced 
in the near future. 1 am not only satisfied 
that ae is an exceptionably good point. for 
cotton milling, but of the further fact that if 
one neat, tidy, well equipped mill is com- 
menced here, it would pay, if well managed, 
as handsome dividends as may be made in any 
part of the United States. One other fact | 
should have mentioned, which is that the best 
quality of this great staple grown in North Car- 
olina is raised in this immediate section and 
markcted at this point. 

‘I will only add that had I the capital there 
is no investment I wuuld.sooner make at this 
point than a good cotton mill.”

. Cotton Manufacturing. 

MR, PRIMROSE GIVES SOME IMPORTANT SUG- 
GESTIONS. 

Among the first persons to whom I was intro- 
duced in Raleigh was Mr. W. 8. Primrose, 
president of the North Carolina Insurance 
company, who was president of the recent 
state exposition, of which the citizens of the 
Old North state feel a justifiable pride, as it 
was of considerable magnitude, and, besides 
paying all expenses, paid a fair dividend back 
to its stockholders. 

This gentleman, with Major R. 8. Tucker, 
gave me alist of the several manufacturing in- 
terests of Raleigh. 

In a general conversation following, he re- 
ferred to the fact that North Carolina had 
more cotton mills than any southern state, 
while not aggregating the spindles run in 
Georgia, as the mills in North Carolina employ 
between 1,500 and 10,000 spindles each. 

“Why isit,’ Iasked, “that Raleigh, which 
seems to be a prosperous place, has no cotton 
manufactories ?” 

“Tt is in the main due to the fact that Ra- 
leigh has grown to its present size slowly 
Our men of Means have made their money af- 
ter years of hard work. There have been no 
sudden fortunes made here. Our capitalists 
who have all made their money here, are 
somewhat reluctant to make new overtures. 
They are, however, beginning to consider the 
subject in the light of the great advantages af- 
forded for cotton milling at this place.” 

“Do you consider Raleigh a specially advan- 
tageous point for such interests?’ 

“I most assuredly do; Raleigh being one 
of the very best points in the state. Up 
to a comparatively rec ent date 
cotton milling has been cenducted mainly 
in a section between Raleigh and Charlotte, 
about 100 miles from each place. These mills 
have been located at some distaffce from the 
railroad. They have to buy their supplies of 
cotton from Raleigh or Charlotte. Many of 
these mills have been run by water power, but 
are now beginning to use steam,” 

“Can you always count on a sufficient supply 
of cotton in your market for local manufac- 
tures?” 

“Yes. Five years ago we handled, exclusive 
ef cotton in transitu, about 75,000 bales. Then 
Raleigh suffered by a number of circumstances 
which the enterprise of her busin en could 
not prevent, until two years since we only 
handled 28,000 bales. Then we were at the 
Since that date we have 
been steadily advancing. Last year a compress 
was put up, and by the end of this cotton year 


we will handle nearly 40,000 bales.” 

“What Other advantage do you furnish be- 
sides having a good cotton market?’ 

“We can save within a fraction of five per 
cent in the handling of cotton, indirect 
charges such as commission, drayage and 


making No. 60 spool cotton, with some of the 
following facts: Thespinner stated ‘‘that the 
best upland cotton that could be procured 
came from the Raleigh district; that it was an 
excellent grade and would spin 36,400 yards,or 
over twenty milesof No. 60 thread to the 
pound,” 

After being spun and wound on spools o- 
two hundred yards each, and each spool retail 
ng at five cents, it appears that the material 
which wasshipped fromhere at less than 9 
cents per pound is returned to be sold to the 
producers at $9.10 per pound. There is appar- 
ently a “big” profit in the business, Let some- 
body investigate and see ifaspool cotton fac- 
tory would do well in this state. 

The hank in Mr. Johnson’s possession, not 
being in hard finish, is very pretty and as soft 
as silk, 

The same paper has a very valuable “Man 
About Town,” who is constantly putting in 
something good for‘Raliegh. Inthe same issue 
from which the above is taken, the “town 
talker” says: 

“There are few of our citizens that actually 
realize what a big boom Raleigh is having just 
now,” observed a good citizen yesterday. “Just 
look at that pipe lying along the streets. Had 
it occurred to you to connect that with® boom? 
It must be done, however, and it shows that 
waterworks are coming. There are other 
things, that when considered, shows that 
there is as much prosperity in this town as in 
any of its size inthe union. Business is ex- 
panding. Booming talk can be easily made 
with or without good reason; but now look: 
Norris & Carter have been compelled to get 
larger quarters; too much _ business 
for -their old stand. Tucker & (Co, 
are compelled to double the 
capacity of their house, which is already 
one of the largest in the state. Stronach can’t 
accommodate his patrons by running two large 
stores and has been forced to put upa third one. 
A. Williams & Co.’s business has “busted’’ 
through the limit of one of the largest book 
stores in the country,’and they are preparing to 
double the size of their house, Edwards, 
Broughton & Co. have had to secure two addi- 
tional buildings, and are yet puzzling over the 
matter of economizing. Farnach has recently 
been forced to double the size of his business 
house. The tobacco warehousemen want more 
room—in fact, the biggest complaint one hears 
in this city just now is wantof room. If a 
man sees all these things and then fails to real- 
ize that we are on a boom, he has a lack of 
penetration that is pitiful; yet there are a few 
mon in the city who either can’t or won't see 
the facts as they are. ‘ 

“T had ten applications for dwellinghouses 
this morning,” said a prominent gentleman 
yesterday. ‘There is a crying need for good, 
comfortable three and four-room houses. It is 


my purpose to build some at onceif I c2n se- 
cure the lots to build them on, and I would 
suggest to those owning lots on which these 
unsightly and dangerous old buildings which 
the board of aldermen has virtually condemned, 
to tear them down and erect such houses as 
are needed. I have several—all of them occu- 
pied, and all of them promised to other parties 
in case the present incumbents should at any 
time vacate them. There is a demand for 
houses, and when anything is in demand there 
is a good opportunity to realize profit in put- 
ting it on the market.” 

“Why didn’t you say something about the 
new depot yesteaday morning?” asked a busi- 
ness man yesterday. “We missed it somewhat. 
It may be wrong to keep harping on the sub- 
ject in the face of a promise to consider the 
matter on the part of the railroad company, 
but we don’t want them to forgetit. Besides 
we wish to urge our claimsand necessities long 
enough and fur enough to give the authorities 
fair warning. Railroad companies don’t usaally 
pay much attention to the so-called demands 
of the public, but thisis one thing that will 
not down, and we have firmly proposed to 
receive recognition as patrons or refuse to 
recognize a certain line as a transporter of 
freight.”

‘ CLOTHING MANUFACTURE. 

One of the leading manufacturing establish- 
menis of Raleigh is the Oak City Ciothiag 
Manufacturing company, with the Messrs. 
Walker Brothers as managers. They employ 
npwards of a hundred hands, run from thirty- 
five to forty sewing machines, and sell their 
goods, which are made mostly from southern 
produce, throughout the entire south. They 
do annuallya hurdred thousand dollars’ worth 
of business. 

Besides these, there are numerous other man- 
ufacturing enterprises. A cotton seed oil mill 
established here has been bought up by the Vil 
Trust company. It hada paid ap capital of 
—" but the plant was worth at least $125,- 


The North Carelina Lime Phosphate company 
has a large capital, and will manufacture high 
grade fertilizers on alargescale. Itis managed 
by the best people here. 

There are several large sash, door and blind 
factories in Raleigh, besides two or three iron 
foundries and machine works. One of the 
largest and best candy factories in the south is 
here, run by Royster & Bro. Their goods are 
sold all through the south, and are very fine, 
having won their reputation on quality. 

The Holman Knitting company has a large 
factory for making knit goods, hosi under- 
wear, etc. Boiler works, wond-neaiien e3- 
tablishments, tobacco factories and other 
things ferm a long list of enterprises, and the 
present year promises to see valuable additions 
made, 

THE COTTON TRADE, 


Raleigh does a considerable cotton trade, 
handling annually about 40,000 bales of high 
grade staple cotton. The receipts are not so 
large as formerly, but the dealers are deter- 
mined to bring them up to the old standard. 

THE TOBACCO INTERESTS. 

It is somewhat remarkable that, although 
Raleigh is in the center of a fine tobacco belt, 
fifteen miles wide and forty miles long—ex- 
tending between Durham, Oxford and Hender- 
son—it has only been within the past three 
years that efforts were made to handle the 
weed. This is now the third year, and the 
most liberal estimates place the receipts at 
4,000,000 pounds, against 900,000 pounds three 
years ago. 

Said Colonel P. F. Faison, who has done 
much to build up the tobacco business here: 

“Our tobacco is especially fine in quality, 
and there ,is no reason for our not becoming 
one of the largest tobacco markets in the south. 
We bave been at work now only three years, 
and our receipts this year will go up to 4,009,- 
0U0 pounds, worth $600 000,” 

“How many people areemployed in the to- 
bacco business here now?” 

“Nota great number. About 100 in the 
warehouses and prize houses, and 309 in mana- 
facturing. We have three fine warehouses, 
two or three prize houses for storing, with four 
or five building. We getaemaller proportion 
of common tobacco here than any market in 
the state, and this fact alone will make 
Raleigh a great tobacco city. 

NEW WATERWORKS. 

The city authorities have recently closed a 
covtract with a company for establishing water 
works. Itis known as the Raleigh Water 
company. The plant will cost $150,000 and 
will include twelve miles of water mains, one 
hundred and twenty hydrants and pumping 
epgines. The city pays $4,800ayear for ten 
years. Colonel W.G. Upchurch is president; 
J. H. Vaile, vice-president; J.8. Price, secre- 
tary, and W. W. Smith, treasurer. The water 
will be obtained from a_ beautiful 
stream near the city, and will be as fine as any 
in thesouth. The laying of the mains has 
already commenced, and the enterprise will be 
hurried through to completion. The coming 
summer will probably see the waterworks in 
operation, 

STREET RAILWAYS, 

There is a very fine system of street railway 
in operation, known as the Raleigh street rail- 
way company. The capital stock paid in is 
725,000, owned principally by Mr. George M. 
Snodgiass, a gentleman who came here last 
ycar from Texas, obtained a charter and went 
at onceto work. He has spent over $30,0)0 
already and operates six miles of street railway. 
There are three lines, ranning through the 
principal streets. The service is superb, some 
of the cars being finer, perhaps, than any in 
the south, costing $1,000 each, elegantly ap- 
pointed. The lines willsoon be extended to 
the fair grounds, and also te the state colored 
fair grounds, 

ELECTRIC LIGHT COMPANY. 

The Thompson-Houston Electric Light con- 
pany of Raleigh has a capital stock of $32,000. 
The plant and franchise represent the capital. 
The company makes a 2,000 candle-power arc 
light, the capacity being fifty-five lights; they 
have two dynamos, 30 and 35 light power. 
running incandescent lights, distributing off 
the same are circuit. The officers are: R. T. 
Gray, president; Julius Lewis, vice-president, 
and G, E, Leach, secretary and treasurer. 

INSURANCE COMPANY. 

The North Carolina Home Insurance com- 
pany, one of the best and safest companies in 
the south, has a capital of $150,000. They have 
recently just declared a dividend of 1:3} per 
cent. The company was organized in 1858, 
and does business only in the state, which 
amounts, annually, to 338,000. The president, 
W.S. Primrose, and W. G. Upchurch, vice- 
president; Chas. Root, secretary, P. Cowper, 
adjuster. 

RALEIGH’S FINANCIAL CONDITION. 

Not many cities in the south can make a bet- 
ter financial showing than Raleigh. The debt is 
small amounting to only $205,000. From Hon.

“Tam,” he said, a great admirer of America 
and the American people. I witnessed at 
Washington the final review of the armies of 
the republic at the close of the war. The specta- 
cle of that immense force melting away among 
the people, and being almost immediately 
absorbed, was the most colossal I have ever 
seen, and left upon me an ineffaceable impres- 
sion. I never lose an opportunity of assuring 
the people in England that the education ofa 
public man is not complete until he has been 
in America, and stayed there at least six 
months. Every step which brings [England 
and America nearer together seemsto mea 
step nearer the realization of the ideal civiliza- 
tion of the future. I am, therefore, alwdys de- 
lighted when I hear of an Englishman marry- 
ing an American lady, or vice versa.

Another Shock of Earthquake in Europe— 
No Damage Reported. 

Romr, February 26.—Three more shocks of 
earthquake were felt a Forli, in the province 
of Campobzaso, yesterday. The bodies of 
twenty-four persons, who were killed by the 
earthquake last Wednesday, have alreaiy been 
taken from the ruing in Diaro Marino, and it 
is known that 164 are yet under the fallen 
buildings, Almost the entire population of 
Diaro Marino are encamped on ;the seashore. 
Three hundred communes were visited by 
earthquake, and as yet reports of casualties 
have been received from but sixty. 

Monte Carlo, it i8 found, suffered less from 
the effects of the shocks of Wednesday than 
any of other places affected. Scientists say 
this is due to the fact that Monte Carlo is built 
ona rock. The hotels in Monte Carloare crowd- 
ed tothe utmost limit of their capacity for 
accommodation by the sudden enormous rash 
to the city of thousands of pleasure seekers 
frightened away from the Riviera, especially 
from Cannes, Nice, Menton, and San Bemo, all 
of which were thronged with visitors when 
the earthquake came. The weather at Monte 
Carlo is beautiful and refugees from the shat- 
tered towns who have recovered from their 
fright are making the most ofit. The harbor 
is filled with yachts. 

An enormous influx of fugitives from Riviera 
has invaded Marseilles. Hotels and lodging 
houses in the oy are crowded. Eight thou- 
sand persons arrived there on Thursday and 
Friday. Thetheater at Nice will re-open to- 
night and concerts will be resumed in the pub- 
lic gardens. The college has been re-opened. 
A few timid persons remain encamped outside 
the city. Large crevices have developed in the 
cemetery at Mentone since the earthquakes. 
The cupola of cathedral and the vault of White 
Penitents chapel have fallen.

HORRIBLE REVELATIONS. 


The Sad Conditions of Inmates of.a Virginia 
Almshouse. 

LYNCHBURG, Va., February 26.—The Daily 
Advance this evening has a startling sensation 
from Amherst courthouse. Since the adjourn- 
ment ofthe county court the community has 
been much excited over the horrible condition of 
the county poorhouse,as developed upon investi- 
gation by the grand jury. Eight members of 
the jury visited the poorhouse and were horri- 
fied by the discoveries made. Female iu- 
mates complained of treatment too appalling 
to be described and abuse from Superintendent 
Sidney M. Dawson, which it is hardly possible 
tobelieve. Itis questionableif such a scene 
of infamy could be found elsowhere. The 
poor women were almost naked, and one was 
discovered in a cold room without fire, wear- 
ing only an old calico wrapper. Vermin and 
filih were found in every department, the odor 
6f which was suflicient to cause a pestilence. 
The county authorities furnish the su- 
perintendent with bed clothing for 
the use of paupers, but the grand 
jury found only five blankets and all of them 
in the possession of a mulatto woman, a fa- 
vorite of the superintendent. It was also dis- 
covered that nameless crimes were systemati- 
cally carried on tosuch an extent that it was 
dangerous for respectable depandents to be 
sent there. The grand jury, disgusted, re- 
ported the facts to the court, recommending 
the removal of the superintendent and his 
arrest, Which the court ordered immediately. 
There is much excitement in the county over 
these frightful discoveries. 


WEST VIRGINIA LEGISLATURE, 


It Adjourns Wighout Passing Appropria- 
tions. 

CHARLESTON, W. Va, February 2(.—The 
legislature adjourned at 5 o'clock this morning 
with a large quantity of unfinished business on 
hand. The greatest mistake made by the late leg- 
i:lature was its failure to pass a general appropria- 
tion bill, and a great deal of dissatisfaction is be- 
ing expressed by every one. The governor will 
‘allan extra session shortly after the fourth of 
March for the purpose of having a general appro 
priation bill passed, and to have reports of investi- 
eating committees of the insane asylum and peni- 
tentiary acted upon.

The Eruption From Mauna Loa. 

SAN FRANCISCO, February 26.—The steamer 
Australia, from Honolulu, brings full particulars of 
the great lava flow from Mauna Loa. The sight is 
described as magnificent beyond description. The 
column of fire wastirst obs¢rvedjfrom the summit of 
the crater on the night of January 16. The fire 
diced down before midnight, but great volcanic 
disturbances continued up to the night of the 18th, 
when fireand lava again burst forth from the 
mountain sidé. The length of the flow is estimated 
at twenty miles. This distance the lava accom- 
plished in two days, ——— as it descended, 
reaching the sea on the evening of January 20. 
The stream of lava continued to flow without in- 
terruption until the 29th, when a river of fire burst 
forth, following the line of lava flow. When the 
fires flamed out the heavy earthquakes ceased, 
although slight tremors were felt at intervals 
theseafter,

FEARS THATIT MAY HAVE TO BE 
CALLED. 
: a 
Congress Never Knownto Have Seen #0 Far 


WASHINGTON, February 26.---[Special.]---The 
business of congress is now in such a condition 
that the slightest hitch, or the obstinacy of a 
few men in either house, will force an extra 
session. It appears that some gentlemen have 
their-heads set on accomplishing this feat of 
statesmanship. When the house met tonight 
to consider the legislative appropriation bill, 
Mr. Brady, Mahone’s man from the Petersburg 
district, rose and demanded the reading of the 
bill, which has been in print a month, Mr. 
Dunham, of Illinois, a brother republican, said: 

“Mr. Speaker, if the gentleman cannot read, 
I move that he be allowed to retire and hear 
the bill read by the clerk of the committee, 
while the house proceeds to its consideration.” 

This raised a laugh, but Brady persisted, and 
the bill had to be read. 
sndahalf. On Monday an effort will be made 
to pass it under a suspension of the rules, but 
this motion will meet with opposition, and 
should it prevail the bill is sure to be amended 
in the eenate and to come back to the house 
for conference. The members of the house 
who are assailed for demanding a full eonsid- 
eration of the appropriation bills retort that 
the, fault lies with the appropriations commit- 
tee, who have kept these bills back until the 
last days of the session, when nearly every one 
of them could have been passeda month ago 
just as well as at this time. When Mr. Mc- 
Millan, of Tennessee,a member of the com- 


mittee, said tonight: 
“At this stage of the session, when an extra 


session is staring us in the face, I think he 
must be a bold member who will attempt to 
retard the progrees of business.”’ 

Mr. Gibson, of West Virginia, replied : 

“Yes, if your committee had done its duty 
and brought these bills in at a proper time, an 
extra session would not be staring us inthe 
face. You cawnot force us to atone for your 
neglect by rughing through these great appro- 
priations.”’ > 

The conservative feeling on beth sides of the 
house and senate is in favor of all possible ex- 
pedition, but every moment of the remaining 
time of congress is pregnant with danger of 
such a complication as will leave some of the 
necéssary appropriations on the clerk’s desk. 

Senator Allison said tonight that he had 
never seen congress so far behind with its busi- 
ness at this period of its last session. Judge 
_ Holman thinks there is real danger of an extra 
session. Mr. Randall thinks both houses will 
go to work Monday merning with adetermina- 
tion to sit day and night right along until the 
passage of all the appropriation bills is as- 
sured, One of the oldest members of the 
house said: 

“There will be no extra session. If, in the 
last hours, we find that some of the appropria- 
tion bills are hopelessly behind, we can pass in 
afew minutes a joint resolution continuing 
the appropriations of the present fiscal year.” 

President Cleveland is known to be earnest- 
ly opposed to an extra session, and will use his 
influence with the leaders of both parties to 
avoid it. A prominent democratic member of 
the house said, today: 

“A good deal of irritation is being developed 
in conversation against Speaker Carlisle, be- 
cause of the way he framed the committees.”’ 

“He forced this pension business on the 
party,” said a democrat, “by the way he 
made up the pension committee. He knew 
the men, and he had no business to so form his 
committee as to make some of them weak on 
the democratic side, and others favorable to 
various jobs like this pension bill, the educa- 
tional bill and others. If any member had a 
hobby, Carlisle gave him the chance to air it 
by putting him on a committee hav- 
ing that hobby in hand. Hedid not look to 
sound democratic politics, but to the wishes of 
individual members.” 

That Mr. Carlisle isan excellent’‘and impar- 
tial speaker everybody acknowledges, but the 
irritation of what democrats call His weak mis- 
management is so genera] that it is very prob- 
able a strong opposition will appear to his be- 
coming speaker of the next house.

INCREASE OF THE NAVY. 


The House Takes Up the _ Bill 
Amends It. 

WASHINGTON, February 26.—The speaker 
laid tefore the house a letter from General 
Sheridan, inviting, on bebalf of the society of 
the Grand Army of the Cumberland, members 
ofthe house of representatives to attend the 
ceremonies of the unveiling of the statue of 
the late Major-General James A. Garfield, to 
take place in Washington on May 12th next. 
In view of the fact that congress will not bein 
session on that date, the general suggests that 
it would be very gratifying to the society 
should the speaker appoint a committee to at» 
tend the unveiling ceremonies and officially 
represent the house of fepresentatives. Re- 
ferred to the committee on libraries. 

The space in front of the speaker’s table was 
crowded with members eager to catch the eye 
of the presiding officer, and to make a request 
for unanimous consent, but as each was recog- 
nized, there came a demand for the regular 
order from a member sitting down in the rear 
of the hall, and no business was transacted. 

Finally the speaker recognized Mr. Willis, 
who moved that the rules be suspended and 
the senate amendment to the river and harbor 
appropristion, bid] be non-concurred in. 

Mr. Anderson, of Kansas, demanded a sec- 
ond, pending which Mr. Hepburn moved that 
the house adjourn, and pending this motion 
that when the house adjourned that it be to 
meet on Tuesday next.

The chair (McCreary of Kentucky,) believed 
that the construction of the navy was a public 
work, and the language of the bill and appro- 
priation. made last session showed that the 
construction of the navy was in progress.

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THE TERRIBLE WINTER BELOW 
THE BRITISH LINE. 

Weeks of Snow, Months of Blizzards, Deaths From 
Frost, and the Destitution Born of Disaster— 
The Frightful Condition of Montena and 
Dakota—The Sufferings Terribie. 


Farce, Dak., February 26.—The stories 
which reach here from the west and north are 
of the most deplorable character. Never within 
thé memory of living man has there been such 
severity of weather, nor has there been known 
such devastation of life. The mortality has 
beem equally great among the Indians thor- 
oughly acclimated, and the pioneer of the last 
few years. 

Early in the summer the trappers and hunt- 
ersthroughout the northern belt of states and 
territories announced that the signs were om- 
inous. Animals were more than indus- 
trious in burying their annual supply of food. 
Vegetation decayed early, the leaves began to 
brown almost before they had fally matured, 
and by the first of September whole regions in 
this territory, in Montana, and across the Brit- 
ish line, were thoroughly denuded, and the 
trees gaunt and naked, like towering sentinels 
of evil, stood up against the leaden sky. At 
night the pioneers could not sleep in their huts 
owing to the continual “honk” of innumerable 
wild geese as they darkened the earth, flying 
southward. 

A couple of weeks alterngtely between hot 
gusts of wind and chilly northers, caused 
man and beast to seek covert. One 
day the sun would be broil- 
ing at 95°, the next day sharp blasts would 
almost cut through the body, with the mercury 
seeking rest far below zero. By the first of 
October the snows had fallen all over Montana. 
Perhaps at Assineboine the disaster of the 
weather assumed its most remarkable phases. 
The snow in places around that point had 
successively fallen, after as many frosts, until 
the ground iaid a dozen layers below. In the 
Sandy Creek valley the family of Edward 
Lachison lived ten miles from the nearest 
neighbor. During the ceszation of one of the 
storms, the family not having been heard from 
in six weeks, two Indians undertook 
to reach the spot. They found that the cabin 
had been completely covered in with snow. 
After considerable work they made an en- 
trance. On the bed laid the wife, with a new 
born babe at her breast. By the bed stood the 
husband, half reclining against the post, as if 
in the act of waiting uporf his wife. In a trun- 
dle bed, in the corner of the room, were two 
boys and one girl, clinging closely together as 
if trying to keep warm. The scene was life- 
like and realistic, but on touch they were 
all found to be dead — frozen 
stiff. Not one had survived to 
tell the story of their sufferings. The cattle 
stood around, like statues, outside, and as the 
snow was shoveled aside their bodies were 
brought to view, much as the relics of Pompeii 
were rescued from their beds of lava. This is 
but a sample of the suffering which is found. 
The blizzards have been so severe, the sky so 
Jeaden and dark, that the people have not 
dared to go out for more fuel. Clinging closely 
around the fire which almost refused to give 
back warmth, the chill creptinto the bones, 
and the watchers gazed into each other’s eyes 
with a wild glare as sensibility departed 
and unconsciousness asserted its sway. 
Or where life braved the night, the astonished 
inmates would find that daylight refused to 
come, for a big drift of mow had buried them 
as effectually as ever will churchyard sod. 

Travelers have fared especially bad. Fif- 
teen men, who had been mining in the Big 
Snowy mountains, started out for camp Lewis 
on the fourteenth of November. There had 
just been a big snow storm, but it was over, 
and the sun was shining with a chary 
light. When they been 
about eight miles 
the sky became overcast

snow adhered to the men’s garments, its weight 
became almost as oppressive as the difficulty of 
walking through it. At last it became so deep 
that the men found it impossible to move 
almost, and they decided to come to a stand- 
still, and, by tramping a given circle, to keep 
above the snow. As midnight approached, the 
snow ceased, and a sharp gust of wind almost

frost. All around the scene was beautiful. 


| The pure white surface glistened as the sun’s 


rays fell upon it, and the frosted particles gave 
back the light of myriads of precious stones. 
But to linger there was death. It was resolved 
by the beleagured men to make a strike for 
the fort. At the first move Allen Farnsworth, 
whose weight was too great for the frosted 
crust, fell through. 

“Boys,” said he, “it’s every man for his own 
life. If you can bring me back, help do so, if 
not, old Allen will not flinch. I’ve looked 
down the muzzle of a forty-fiver too often to 
be afraid of death. Go on.” 

It was with heavy hearts that they did so; 
but nine more of the y were destined to 
fall by the wayside, and only five ever reached 
their destination, and of these three died from 
the exposure a week later. 

The cattle industry through Montana is 
ruined. Men at first offered to part with half 
their herds to those who would take care of 
them. As the snow covered the ranges so 
that browsing could not be relied upon, and 
the only safety was in hay, the price of that 

roduce went up to enormous figures, so high 
indeed, that some cattle owners abandoned 
their possessions entirely. Whole herds can be 
seen at points standing lifelike in the snow,

A POT FULL OF MONEY

Discovered by a Gropper in Chambers 
County, Ala. 

Weer Port, Ga., February 26.—[Special.|— 
Midway between Fredonia and LaFayette, 
Chambers county. Alabama, there exists great 
excitement over some recent discoveries of 
treasure and rare relicsof other generations. 
The matter was at first talked of in whispers, 
the partics being afraid that their discoveries 
would arouse stran gers to claim what was found. 
At the foot of one of the little hills, near the 
main road, stood alogeabin which for years 
has been abandoned. JRecently a cropper 
named Sam Crofter, with bis family, took pos- 
sersion of the cabin. While putting the old 
place iu order, he was surprised to find in the 
chinks several coins of strange character, with 
inscriptions in a foreign language. This 
aroused his curiosity, for no one was ever 
known to have lived in the house who could 
have had money in such abundance as to 
throw it -eround in that care- 
less fashion. But his surprise was not 
toend here. Behind the cabin was the old 
unused well. The timbers around it were rot- 
ten with age, and the old-fashioned windlass 
was broken; so Sam determined to clear away 
the rnbbish, clean out the well and put it in 
gocd order again. As he tore away from 
its resting place the last Cross: 
beam he fouvd under it an _ iron 
pot, which was filled with silver coins, none 
of which bore date later than 1835.

A Startling "Story of Indian Cruelty of the 
Last Century. 

Sanpy Hu, N. Y., February 25.--A stranger 
will not be long it this quaint village of Washing- 
ton county before some accommodating citizen will 
recall for his entertainmentthe pet local reminis 
cence of Sybrant Quackenboss’s terrible ordeal and 
strange experiences during the French 
and Indian war. AS there is not 
in the whole history of the early days of the 
American colenies a recorded incident of the trials 
and sufferings of the inhabitants possessing a more 
peculiar interest than this unrecorded incident so 
dear to Washingtcn county, no stranger ever yet 
rerarded hisjtimejasikwisted who listened to its 
sccilal. It was told to the writer ona recent visi 
to Sandy Hill, and rnnsas follows: 

Sy brant Quackenboss was the son of one of Alba- 
ny’searly Dutch residents, and was born in that 
city. In 1750, on the day he was to marry a young 
lady of Albany, he was impressed into the colonial 
service as teamster, and was put in charge ofa 
load of provisions which was to be sent to Fort 
William Henry, from Albany. Lieutenant 
McGinnis, of the colonial 
with a number of New Hampshire 
militia, accompanied by Sybrant asescort. While 
passing throughthe then unbroken forest at the 
great bend of the Hudson, near the present village 
of Sandy Hill, they were attacked by a band of In- 
dians, said to be under the command of the noto- 
rious and fiendish Marin. The littie party of colo- 
nials, taken in ambush, was s00n. .overposvered, 
Three of them were killed. Thc others were made 
prisoners. The captives wre securely bound with 
thongs and taken toan Indian camp. The village 
ereen ip Sandy Hill now occupies the site of that 
camp. The prisoners were seated in a row on the 
trunk of a fallen pine tree. 

A pow-woew was held by the Indians, which re 
sulted in the savages forming a Jarge circle around 
the nnfortunate whites. A stalwart braye stepped 
from the circle, and, starting atthe head of the 
row of prisoners, sapk his tomabawk in their 
brains, one after another, until none remained but 
Lieutenant McGinnis and Sybrant Quackenbhoss. 
‘They sat side by side at the foot of the row. None 
ofthe nine prisoners who had fallen dead beneath 
the savage blow of the Indian had offered any 
resistance, but when he raised his tomahawk 
above the head of Lieutenant McGinnis, the latter 
threw himself backward from the log, at the same 
time planting his feet in the stomach of the execa- 
tioner, and sent him flying several feetaway. A\l- 
though this sudden and unexpected movement on 
the part ofthe lieutenant disabled the red butch.- 
€r, itonly made bis ownend the more horrible, 
for as he lay bound upon the ground a dozen Indi 
ans sprang upon him and chopped him to pieces. 

Quackenboss, who bad sata helpless and hor 
rified witness to the butchery of his comrades, now 
closed his eye to receive his death blew from the 
tomahawk that were new held over his head by the 
now infuriated Indians,bfit before one of them fel! 
he was knocked down from the log by something 
heavy falling against him, and opening his eyes he 
saw. the hidious face of a aquaw, who 
interpored between him and the poised 
weapons, It was -a repetition of the Poca- 
hontas episode, but lacking every element of its 
romance, for the squaw, besides being dirty and 
fiendish in appearance, had interferred in his be- 
half simply because she wanted him spared to be- 
come her dog or beast of burden. After much par- 
leying the squaw’s request was granted, aud Syo 
rant was handed over to her, a fate, as he afterward 
remarked, that he thought but little better than 
that of his comrades. 

The Indians soon afterward broke camp and 
took to the trail. (juackenbess was laden with the 
burden of the band which would have fallen to 
the lot of the sjuaw whose foresight had stood her 
in such good need, while she walked by his side, 
goading him witha spear whenever he faltered, 
and showing him no mercy. They reached the 
sbores of lake Champlain, where they embarked 
in cances. At the foot of ihe lake there was an 
Indien village, and there Sybrant was compelled 
to run the gauntiet. He was nearly killed 
by the ecinbs of the two lines of In.- 
disns, and was again placed in possession of 
the squaw. She .coctored his woundag until 
he wasentirely well, The Indians went to Cuna- 
da, where they were bound to report the powession 
of their prisoner to the authorities. The governor 
ot Cavaca took an interest in Queckenboss, pur 
¢chesed him from his lndian misiress; and took him 

-to Montreal, He was kept ip the domestic service

of the governor for three years, when the latter . 


grave him permission to send word to his parents 
that he was alive, but tohavethe message deliy 
ered was a difficult matter. It was finally decided 
to send an Indian io carry a letter addressed to 
(Qluackenbcss’s father, as near Fort Edward 
as he dare approach, and to then place it 
in a split stick. and set the stick insta spot 
where parties coming from the fort wonld be likely 
toree it. This was done, ‘the letter was found 
and forwarded toits address, as the son learned 
when he got bis Jiberty three years later and re 
turned to Albany. Althovgh his afiienced had 
long mourned him as one dead, she had remained 
faithful tohim, and the wedding ceremonies so 
suddenly interrupted six years before were per- 
foxmed amid great reychye- Quackenboss soon 
afterwards removed to Washington county, where 
he died in 1820, aged 95 years. His grave is neg- 
lected, and a movement to erect a suitable monu- 
ment to his memory, which was started a few years 
8g0, seems tomeet with little responae from the 
people who love to tell bis story.

HE ANSWERS TO THE CHARGE OF 
MURDER.

Macon, Ga., February .26,—[Special.]—This 


morning at 10 o’clock a large crowd assembled 


at the superior court room to witness the trial 
of Frank B. Thorpe, whom the coroner's jury, 
a week ago today, found guilty ofthe murder 
of Thomas J. Yarrow in Sandy Bottom before 
Justices M. R. Freeman and Amos Subers. 
Thorpe was not arrested, and has remained 
at Jarge unti] today, when hesurrendered him- 
self to the authorities for trial. -The accused 
is a young man, apparently about twenty-five 
years of age, handsome and manly in appear- 
ance, with alight brownish mustache and a mild 
blue eye, and a very pleasant look- 
ing countenance. He was neatly 
dressed in a business suit, and looked cheerful 
and confident as he sat surrounded by his 
friends and counsel. His father has only been 
dead a few weeks, and heis still wearing 
mourning. His two brothers and uncle, Major 
Cicero Thorpe, were present. When Judge 
Freeman called the case, and asked if the ac- 
cused was provided with counsel, Hon. ©, L.

Some one 
brought a light, and Farrow was seen to be 
dead. Did not see Thorpe anywere, and saw 
nobody in the ditch where Farrow’s body was. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bartlett, he stated 
that he left the house where the ball was held 
in company with a number of young men, 
among whom were Bassettand Farrow. The 
crowd seemed to be angry with*Suow, and Sat- 
terfield tried to get them to go on home and 
avoid a difficulty. They waited there nantil 
Thorpe and Snow entered Tiscero’s house and 
came out again, Thorpe bad acted solely asa 
peacemaker at the house. Snow had done 
nothipvg to incur their enmity. He saw no 
brass knucks or other weapons., He heard 
Bassett accost Snow, bat indistinctly, and 
could not say whether in a mild or angry tone. 

Homer Snow was next examined. He said 
that after the ball broke up he and Thorpe left 
and walked upto Mr. Tiscero’s house for Thorpe 
to change clothes. Coming out Tom Fair- 
cloth tried to persuade them not to go down 
the street, that we boys were there siming to 
raise a fuss. Thorpe replied that, “Weare 
going on home and attend to our own business 
and not meddle with the boys.’ They walked on 
down to the corner, when Bassett struck him 
(Snow) in the breast, saying, “God d—n yoa, 
you went. back on the boys,” striking him in 
the breast with his left hand, at the same time. 
Snow answered that he did not want to have 
apy fuss. Turning around to see another man 
who came up beside him, he heard Thorpe ask 
Bassett if he had dove anything to offend hiin, 
Rassett replying that he. had drawn his gun on 


him. Snow then heard a blow pass, and saw |

Farrow sprivg at Thorpe, and then both went 
over into the ditch. Snow ran up to the cor- 
per, and Faircloth told him to come into the 
yard, and Snow attempted tojump the fence 
and fell.

He did 
not know that Farrow had been killed uniil 
next morning.

Thorpe and Farrow, who were tuasling. After 
assisting Bassett, Buffington turned to try to 


ditch when the pistol fired. Thorpe came oat 
of the ditch, and lBuflington started off. 
Walking about twenty steps he turned and 
came back and saw Thorpe again coming out 
of the ditch. He saw the brass knucks en Far- 
row’s hau«d: he had never seen knucks before. 
The pistol was fired upward. He supposed. 
from seeing the flash of the pistol, that the 
man wasdown in the ditch when he fired it. 
Tom Farrow was quite stout and weighed 
about 130 pounds. His ijefc arm had been 
broken which inconvenienced him a great deal. 

F. M. Faircloth, sworn, said that when 
Thorpe and Snow came to the ball a fuss 
was raised, and he heard remarks about 
the “Night Hawks’ aud Tom Farrow were 
going to jump on to Thorpe. He got Farrow 
upin a corner and talked him out of it. 
Thorpe apologized to the ladies, and the ball 
broke up. 'Faireloth tried to get Thorpe and 
Snow not to go down the street, as he knew 
the boys were drinking, and thought there 
would be tronble, as they hed threatened to 
whip Homer Snow. They wentonani he 
stopped at the corner above. He had seen 
Thorpe with a pistol, when they had him eor- 
nered in the house, and he feared a stray shot 
might strike him. Thorpe had a cigar and 
struck a match to light it, and he saw his face 
in the light. He had seen Farrow strike a 
post with the brass knucks on, exclaiming: 
“God d—n! I could knock the lungs out of a 
man with these.” He said that Thorpe had 
simply aectedas peace maker, and had apolo- 
gized to the ladies and made frieads with Bas- 
sett. After thecrowd had stepped at the corner. 
and Tiseero hed gotten Thrope in the house, 
he had heard Sattertield try to get them to go 
on, and they had gone a little distance and re- 
turned, and he heard one whom he supposed, 
from bis voice, to be George Collins, say: “By 
God, we'll build a fire and wait for them till 
caybreak.”’ Faircloth said er thought 
the origin of the row was the at Thorpe 
mteriered between Amerson, the “Night 
Hawk,” from Tracy's Bottom, and the “Sandy 
Bottem Clippers.”

Jobn Bagby, sworn, said he knew nothing 
about the fight, except the little rew that 
occurred at the ball before Thorpe came. 
He left about the time Thorpe came to 
the ball. He rehearsed the cause of the 
first affray, the case being the mutilation “of 
the “Clipper” band by the “Night: Hawks.”’

Then I struck Snow a light lick in the 
breast. Thorpe then said: “Haye I done any- 
thing to you? If I have, and you'll tell me 
what it is, I'll apologize for it.” I replied: 
“Yes you drew your d--d gun on me. He then 
struck me a terrible blow with a club or stick, 
and for a minute I didn’t knowanything. I 
reeled, but turned around on my foot to keep 
from falling. Then I saw Thorpe standing on 
the «edge of the diteh, saw him present his 

istol and fire, and so sure I was of how he had 

red that I could have sworn exactly where 
the ball struck Tom Farrow. Then I grew 
dizzy, and in a few seconds I saw Thorpe go 
down in the ditch, then saw him come ont and 
run down the street. I then said: ‘You needu't 
to run, for you’ve shot Tom Farrow.’”’ 

He then stated that he and Tom Farrow were 
warm friends, his mother having marcied Tom's 
father. He said he could not tell whether 
Farrow was standing straight up 
when the shot was fired or noi. 
He could not see. He had only taken one 
drink of corn liquer that night. He had had 
no feeling against Thorpe. Had always been 
friendly toward each other. Thorpe had said 
at the ball, presenting his pistol: “Stand back, 
He 
supposed Thorpe though they were going to 
runinon him. They had been in the habit of 
building up a fire and remaining up all night 
in summertime. They started tc go some- 
where and build up a fire, but decided not to 
go, and returned. ‘That was the point where 
they generally separated, when. out nights. 
We were about ready to break up, when the 
fight occurred. 

Solicitor Hrrdeman submitted this testimony 
to the court, saying that he was satisfied with 
the evidence already heard. 

Mr. Patterson, for the defense, then moved 
that the prisoner be discharged on the ground 
that the state had failed to make out a case 
after submitting the testimony of eye-witnesses. 

Mr. Bartlett, for the defense, then stated that 
they had other evidence to establish the justi- 
fication of the action of the prisoners. He, 
therefore, seconded the motion, also urging 
that the prisoncr should not be held on any 
charge. He pleaded that the prisoner had been 
set upon, knocked down and held down by a 
man who had waylaid him, springing upon him 
like a cat upon a mouse, and was fully justifi- 
able, and that the issue was forced upon him. 

Judge Freeman, for the court, decided that 
unless the state was able to produce more and 
better evidence he should dismiss the prisoner. 

This decision was received with cheers and 
clapping of hands, and the audience went forth 
to shake hands with Frank Thorpe, whom the 
court had declared not gnilty of the 
crime that &  coroner’s jury one 
weekfago had fastened upon him, after 
hearing the very same evidence, with one or 
two immaterial exceptions, that had been given 
them at the inqucst. 

During the past week your correspondent 
bas been bitterly censured by several of those 
who were interested in the matter, and some 
persons cut there were especially down on the 
reporter, who did his work honestly and con- 
scientiously. The greater part of the people of 
Macon stood by your correspondent, knowing 
how the whole thing looked from an unpreja- 
diced and dispassionate view of the case. It 
was even asserted today before the trial that 
the report in last Sunday’s CoNsTITUTION 
had influenced public opinion in favor of 
Thorpe. The result of the investigation today 
shows who was right, and vindicates a man 
who simply reported the case without fear and 
without favor.

AUGUSTA. 


THE NEW STEAMBOATILANE UNDER 


Aveusta, Ga., February 26.—[Special.]—The 
most important matter which has oceurred 
during the past week, and one which will be 
of vast benefit to Augusta, is the movement on 
the part of the merchants to put a line of 
steamboats on the Savannah river. Years ago 
numbers of boats were rfin between Augusta 
and Savannah, all of which paid handsomely, 
but in the past few years, for some unaccount- 
able reason, all were taken off except two, one 
of which only rans during the winter season. 
These two boats were, of course, inefficient to 
handle the immense amount of freight both 
coming to and going from Augusta, and our 
merchants have at last seen that new boats on 
the river are a necessity. Consequently a 
meeting was held and the merchants decided 
to at once raise $40,000 by subscription with 
which four light draft freight steamers will be 
purchased to ply between here and Savannah. 
Twenty thousand dollars of this money has 
been raised in tl past four days, and in a very 
short while it is expected that the entire 
amount will have been raised, when the boats 
will be ordered.

For some time past, on account of heavy 
taxes, ard for various other reasons, the Piant- 
ers’ Loan and Savings bank, like other banks 


in this city, has been paying very small divi- | 


dends on its stock. In fact, the dividends 
have been so small that they have really 
amounted to nothing. The stockholders have 
been dissatisfied, but were unable to find sale 
for their stock evemgg the small price quoted, 
$4.25 per share, the par value being $10. Major 
J. A. A. West, however, says he hasan idea 
which, when perfected, will invest the capital 
stock, which is $100,000, in such a manner 
that it will pay handsome dividends to the 
owners. A few days ago he purchased a large 
amount of the stock, after which he made the 
following proposition to the stockholders. The 
charter of the bauk allowingthem to do almost 
any kind of business, he proposed that the bank- 
ing business be discontinued, and the capital 
be used in purehasipg real estate, both im- 
proved and unimproved, the latter to be im- 
proved by them, which they will rent out, | 
most of the property to be in small wooden | 
houses. By this means he thinks that at least | 
10 per cent interest can. be paid on the money | 
invested, where now only 2 per cent is paid, | 
and that occasionally. ‘The stockholders are | 
almost, unanimous in favor of this plan, and | 
there is very little donbt of its adoption. Since | 
the plan was proposed the stock has advanced 
from $4.25 to #5.75 per share, which is substan- 
tial proof that the stockholders have faith in 
the proposition. 

Major West's idea was gained from a trans- 
action he had a few days ago. He purchased a 
smal) house and lot up near the Riverside mill 
which he rents out in such a manner as to re- 
ceive about 17 per cent on the money invested. 
As stated above the stockholders are almost 
unanimous in favor of the plan, while a number 
of outsiders are of the opinion that it is pnly 
one of the many visionary schemes of Majer 
T. P. Branch that is being worked through 
Major West. 

A NEW HOTEL AND OPERA HOUSE. 


The matters of a new hotel and opera house | 
in placeof the destroyed Globe and Masonic 
theater have been the talk of the town since 
the fire. The city papers bave daily been filled 
with accounts of handsome new hotels and 
magnificent opera heuses, but as yet nothing 
dcfinite bas been decided astoecither. Itis 
said that Manager Cohen, of the old Masonic 
theater, is raising a stock company for the 
crection of 2 new play house, and that he has 
met with remarkable success; in fact, that he 
will havea new and magnificent opera house 
constincted by October next. As to a new ho- 
tel, Augusta will have one, and on the old 
Globe site, but it will not be the mammoth one 
that was at first expected, although it will be 
quite handsome and will certainly be a consid- 
erable improvement on the others now in this 
city. The new hotel will be eonstructed by 
Mr. T. W. Coskeny, the owner of the old Globe, 
at a cost not exceeding $19,000 for the build- 
ing. It will contain one hundred rooms, with 
all the mott modern conveniences, and will be 
an ornament to the city. 

THE NEW CHARTER COMMITTEE. 

The committee of fifteen appointed by the 
mayor to draw up a new charter for the city, 
are now awaiting the reception of a copy of 
the charters of Atlanta, Nashville, Charleston 
and other cities, with which ours is to be com- 
pared and the deficiencies remedied. There 
will probably be a number of changes made in 
regard tothe different terms of office of the 
city officials.

The house of representatives is to be con- 
gratulated on the nerve it displayed in sus- 
taining the president’s veto of the dependent 
pension bill.

A Very Red-Mouthed Howler. 

Geueral Beaty, of Ohio, a republican stal- 
wart who has been embittered by continued 
defeat, made a speech at a banquet in honor 
of ex-Sepator Wade, in which he used the 
following language :

As a rule, one ex-slave-holder 
in the southcan manage to live comfortably on 
what he steals from six or eight of his ex-bonds- 
men, but occasionally a father and three strapping 
sons are compelled to eke out a miserable exist- 
ence on what they steal from one. This, of course, 
is terribly severe on the four white men. In put- 
ting crops in on the shares itis the custom of the 
white man to sit onthe fence with a shotgun while 
the nigger puis in the er@® and tendsit, and at the 
end of the season the white man takes the crop as 
his share and the nigger takes an alleged account 
of the cern and bacon consumed as his share, and 
after the division naturally feels somewhat de- 
spondent, but unfortunately can’t help himself.” 

These statements are falsehoods which no 
generous man would utter and which no sane 
man will believe. We can disprove them 
by hundreds of better republicans than Gen- 
eral Beaty, now living in the south, If 
General Beaty himself will come to Atlanta 
and we cannot disprove them to him so 
fully that he will himself withdraw them as 
aspersions, upjustly laid, we will admit that 
they are true. 

The day for this"sort of stuff has passed.

A Franco-Prussian Reminiscence. 


The excitement of some of our foreign 
fellow-citizens over the warlike rumors from 
France and Germany recalls a similar state of af- 
fairs about seventeen years ago. 

With the outbreak of the great conflict which 
ended in the overthrow of the third Napoleon, 
Atlanta was divided, so to speak, into two camps. 

At the meetings of the French sympathizers ‘La 
Marseillaise” was the favorite song, aud the strains 
of “Partant Pour La Syrie”’ made the welkin riag. 
The patriotic Germans in their devotion to “Vater- 
land,” did not lag behind. They made the air 
yocai with “Die Wacht am Rhine,” and ably held 
up their end of the racket. 

The best of good humor prevailed, alihongh the 
war talk at times became rather fiery. During the 
campaign rather a notablemeeting was held by 
the friends of Prussia in the Concordia hall. The 
reporters of the various dailies were on hand to 
take down the proceedings, but as speaker after 
speaker proceeded to address the audience in Ger 
man, the gnewspaper men gloomily chewed their 
pencils and gave upin despair. To get all the 
speeches transiated in time was out of the ques- 
tion. 

One reporter did not give up. He was a shifty 
fellow, and he at once resolyed upon a scoop. 
Quietly approaching the principal speak- 
ers, he secured their promise 
to furnish him after the meeting with their 
speeches, written outin English. Hethen turned 
his attention to the other oratorsof the evening, 
He had to go it blind, but by putting himself in 
their place he succeeded in writing halfa dozen 
brief but enthusiastic speeches. He rushed off 
with these to his office, and was shortly followed 
by his two German friends with their promised re- 
ports, The enterprising reporter was highly com- 
plimented the next day upon all sides, and it is 
worthy of note that the report gave satisfaction to 
all of the speakers. Thisshowsthat some things 
may be done as well as others. 

But the outiook at present is not so lurid as it 
Was Seventeen years ago. The expected collision 
between Fravce and Germany may be delayed for 
many years iocome, Itisto be hoped so, Our 
adopted citizens will find it more pleasant to take 
stock in the ringing boom of progress than in the 
sullen boom of hostile cannon thousands of miles 
away.

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Nineteen Men Executed at Once. 
From the Yokohama Gazette. 

December 11 at Pekin was execution day, 
and there were thirty-one prisoners, among whom 
were several men of rank, who were under sen- 
tence of death by decapitation or strangling. The 
day previous the convicts were treated to a bounti- 
ful repast of wine and victuals, according to an 
ancient custom with prisoners just before their ex- 
ecution. Early the next mornivg the condemned 
were taken out of their cells and placed between 
two bodies ot soldiers, and, having been securely 
bound and manacled, were placed in carts and at 
once conveyed to the execution ground outside of 
the Hsuan Wu gate, where a mat shed had been 
erected for the accommodation of the judges and 
other officials concerned in superintending the ex- 
ecution. 

At a little after noon the imperial order was re- 
ceived, consigning three of the culprits to death 
by decapitation and sixteen of them by strangula- 
tion; and to the remaining twelve, four of whom 
were men holding official positions 
his majesty granted a reprieve, an 
they were accordingly taken back to their cells, 
It was about 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon when the executions were ended 
It is said that a man related to the imperial family 
by the name of Tsaisan, who was under sentence 
of death by strangulation and was to be executed 
the same day with the other prisoners, escaped by 
climbing over the wall the night previous. 


Senator Bate’s Ambition.

Speaking of the new senator-elect from Ten- 
nessee, a leading politician of that state says: ‘‘If 
the ability of Governor Bate were equal to his 
ambition, he would be the greatest man in the 
United States.

He was back in camp with his commission in 
his pocket before the remainder of the officers had 
congratulated Breckinridge upon his promotion.”’ 


An Instance of Grant’s Gratitude, 
From the Christian Advocate. 


General Grant, in his youth, was inclined to 
the use of intoxicating liquors.

Eprrors ConsTiTuTion: As it has pleased 
ou to favor your readers with astatement of ideas 
that emanated from the frugal mind of Dr. Theo- 
dore Schumann,one of your most respected German 
citizens, upon the prospects of war in Europe, pub- 
lished in THE CONSTITUTION issue of Monday last. 
It ht have been added as one of the probabili- 
ties, t he is the only one amongst that intelli. 
nt portion of Germans in this country that would 
fave ventured such a statement. However, what 
may be the consideration with which the public 
-has viewed his remarks,it is evident that it reflects 
strongly the peculiarities of the Teutonic courte- 
sies and feelings towards France. 

To read his statements, it is somewhat surprising 
that his logical cluirvoyance regarding the proba- 
bilities of war or peace between Germany and 
France was sought by your reporter. e 
i Dr. S. has, as a “war problem Solver 
and as 4 ‘battle prophet,’’ shown that 
he is a better druggist and gallophobe than an 
artillerist, geegraphist and historian. We know 
nothing of the war prospects, and confess that we 
know very little about ‘“cannons,’’ but we presume 
that the late discovery which Dr. Schumann men- 
tions concerning artillery in Russia, which he 
claims as having been unknown to the German 
army, would now justify King Bismarck of Germany 
tofrown down the voices of several millions of peo- 


ple of Alsace and Lorraine,who are entirely French, ; 


and have, for the past two centuries with indis- 
putable and unquestionable fidelity, kept their 
natural allegiance to their beloved ‘‘patree,” la 
France. The late war of 1870 and the preseut ru- 
mors of the revival of hostilities marks their fear- 
less preference for France by having their native 
Alsacejand Lorraine by the thousands to unite their 
fate to their mother country, France. é 

It suffices to cast the eye upon the ancient map of 
the Romans. The line of demarkation is the 
Rhine, on one side is Germany, and on the other 
side is Galia. The Gauls remain yet the Gauls in 
Alsace and Lorraine, in spite’ of the many German 
pretensions and arrogances, as they were 2,000 years 
ago. Why not? Isis because the two annexed 
French provinces to Germany are so well treated 
under the new regime, who, even now, attempt to 
suppress their French language, and required the 
ministers of churches to preach only ia German? 
Or, is it that they have forgotten the brutalities and 
indignities which the coarser nature of some 
belligerant armies delight to commit? 

The French never invade avy country for the 
purpose of acquisition, and forced, annexations or 
mercenary objects. She carries with her banners 
the lights of civilization andliberty. Her hostility 
to barbarity and oppression is too well known to 
mention. She is strictly faithful to her allies, her 
compects and treattes; she never violates the prin- 
ciples of honor; she was never, never guilty of 
treachery. She is ever found by the side of liberty 
and humanity, and ever ready to resent indignities 
and oppression. af 

View now, on the one side isolated France, who 
alone represents in all Europe the republic and 
the universal principlesof democracy, the liberties 
ofallmankind against the monarchial world— 
whilst the Teuton German is supporting aud sus- 
taining, at home and abroad their despotism’ — 

What we best remember, isthe ‘‘Hessian3’’ in 
the frst revolutionary war of America, the strug- 
gie for the independence of the United States— 
ard next is the late ‘‘unpleasantness.”’ 

The doctor tells us that ‘‘the; French will find 
that they will not come out as easily as they did 
the first time, and ‘arce complaisance’ goes on to

France in the late war of 1870, and manfests that 
fuancial ‘coud J’Ciul’ inclining toward another 
want of still greater treasury supply. 

Thie unprecedented payments, the prompt and 
honorable acquittal of that preposterous sum of 
money in so short a time, seems to have blind the 
doctor’s better sight and judgment torealize thede 
facto existence of great principles. It seems to 
have sharpened his German appetite, contemplat- 
a ty ang heavier sacrifices. 

he doctor refers and weeps over the capture of 
the city of Stettin by General |Davonst, of the 
army of Napoleon the first, and moery proves 
ihat Prussia has never been able to pay the com- 
paratively small amount which General Davonst, 
of the Empire army, imposed at “Stettin,”’ over 
three quarters of a peg! past. Atthe same time 
mentions the capture of the library at Heidelberg 
which was presented to the pope of Rome. 

I would suggest that the doctor remind the pope 
who is now Prince Bismarck’s beloved friend—and 
he can feel assured that he will have no more 
cause to lament o’er those old books of that library. 
‘The doctor also mentions the 30 year’s war in Ger- 
many. He forgets that it was a war amongst the 
Germans themselves, and was entirely a religious 
dispute, accompanied by the most crue! deeds of 
brutality which is said to have been most horrible, 
and thatthe bloody scenes of the French revolu- 
tiow of 1792 would blush and turn pale in compari- 
Son with the cruelties of that German religious war. 

It would have been but fair to say, by the doctor, 
who imputes apparently (by his revelation made to 
your reporter) the responsibility of this thirty years 
“calamity war’’ tothe French; when, in fact, the 
termination of their cruelties is due to the inter- 
vention of France for the sake ofhumanity, and 
from which the treaty of ‘‘Munster’’ resulted and 
aforded relief and peaceto the Germans. Then, 
also, the pretentions of the Germans to Alsace and 
Lorraine werethen definiteiy withdrawn; since 
whichstrasburg, Alsace and Lorraine remained 
ub¢éisputably French. 

To better understand the situation, it would be 
fair to tay, that France and 8pain had some differ- 
ences atthattime, andthat someof the German 
States had swung around about,in their usual poli- 
cy ways, anc formed an alliance with Spain, there- 
by expecting an advautage,to hold the provinces 
which belonged justly to France. 

‘lhe learned doctor speaks of the army of the 

first french republic, and the army or tne French 
empirc,in very emphatic and uncomplimentary 
terms, and hurls accusations of the most bitter 
kind. But his bitterness must be overlooked as 
one be he can only see the faults of others an‘ is 
coubtliess unwilling to consider the cause. Taus 
he adioitly omits to consider the actsof arrogance 
of bis government ‘o dictate to another—such as 
ihe Prussian Generalisimo ‘‘Brunswick”’ issued to 
France in 1792, by a manifesto threatening to de- 
molish Paris ‘‘de fond en comble’”’ if King Louis 
A V1. was not reinstated upon the throne of France. 
__ This fred the hearts of the French people, and 
the yoke of despotism and the ‘‘Bastile’’ were 
doomed to fall. Shortly thereafter Faance was in- 
vaded by ali Europe, and with an unprecedented 
valor the French armies drove back the invading 
armies of all Europe combined. 

The story is too well known to all the world, and 
France can never loose any of its honors by what 
Doctor Schumann may say, pro or con, about the 
events of the past; they are matters of record.

Visit of Mr, Brown to the Constitution O@ire~ 

He is Asked to Exhibit Bis SBowar 
and Performs a Wonderful Feat 
To the Astonishment of Spectators. 


Mr. J. Randall Brown, the mind reader, took 
THE CONSTITUTION office yesterday. 

His first visit was early in the morning. Mr. 
Wallace P. Reed, who hasavery clear and 
transparent mind, said of the first visit: 

“I do not believe in his mind reading. He 
asked me if we teok the Minneapolis Tribune. 
Now if he could read my mind, why didn’t he 
know that we did not take the Tribune with- 
out asking? I knewit. He then said that he 
wanted to see Mr. Reed. If he is a mind reader 
why didn’t he know thatI was Mr. Reed? 
NowI did read his mind. I knew that he 
wanted to see me before he said so, and I knew 
that he was J. Randall Brown before he told

Later in the day Mr. Brown called again. A 
right pleasant fellow he is—unassuming and 
a fiident almost to the point of embarrassment, 
Clear in his statements when you let him state 
his own case, but confused when you ask him 
questions, and banter him. Toaching Mr. 
Reed's criticism, he said: ; 

“I did not know that you did not take the 
Minneapolis Tribune becanse I was not in con- 
tact with Mr. Reed, I cannot read the mind 
unless | am in physical contact with the per- 
son. Itis probable ifI had put my hand on 
Mr. Reed’s head and rubbed it vigorously, I 
could know whether or not you exchanged 
with the Tribune. The chances are that Mr. 
Reed would have been astonished to have a 
perfect stranger come in and proceed to ru 
bis head without an introduction. Indeed his 
astonishment might have been such esto di- 
vert his mind for the moment from concentra- 
tive consideration so that he would be unable 
to tell whether you exchanged with the Tri- 
bune or not. Itwas clearly easier for me to 
ask the question than torumple Mr. Reed’s 
head.’’ 

This pleasant and plausible statement was 
received with ill disguised sneers and groans 
throughout the entire editorial floor, which un- 
doubtedly sided with Mr. Reed. From every 
quarter the mind reader was served with cold- 
iy critical stares. At last one of the ablest men 
in the room said to him: 

“It is likely that you could make some de- 
mcnstration of your power, is it not?” 

“I am afraid not,’ modestly replied Mr. 
Brown. “While mind reading is not legerde- 
main, it does require certain conditions. With- 
out these conditions I] am powerless. I have a 
great deal of work to do, my advance agent 
beimrg sick. My mind has been diverted from 
my work, and my whole system rundown. I 
am not capable of giving more than one or two 
exhibitions a week in my present physical and 
menfél condition.”’ : 

Significant smiles were exchanged among the 
talented gentlemen who are responsible for THe 
CONSTITUTION, at this admission. Mr. Brown 
saw it. Perhaps he selected one mind from the® 
bewildering array around him, and read it—at 
any rate he said: 

“Still, gentlemen, if you like, I will make a 
trial, and do the best I can. 1] warn you, how- 
ever, in advance, that it may be a failure, as I 
am not in condition for the test. [am ready 
to try, though.” 

‘“‘We will crush him,” (in a hoarse whisper. ) 
“Now, Mr. Brown, (aloud) Mr. Reed will go 
out of this room. You remainin. We will 
close the doors, and Mr. Reed will 
take some article and hide it. Then you blind- 
fold yourself, take his hand and find the 
article. Then the skepticism that now holds 
this floor in its icy grasp will vanish, and we 
will be converted.” : 

Mr. Brown accepted the conditions. Mr. 
Reed went ont of the room, walked into the 
hall by a circuitous route, tore a splinter out of 
an old type box,and, walking to the other end 
of the hall, hid it between two folds of fire 
hese. Hethen returned tothe room. It was, 
of course, impossible for Mr. Brown to have 
seen him, or even to haveseen the direction in 
which he went. There are fourteen rooms on 
the floor, the doors of all of 
which were open except the doors 
of the room in which Mr. Brown was seated. 
(On Mr. Reed’s return Mr. Brown was sitting 
inachair. He then blindfolded himself, took 
Mr. Reea’s left hand firmly in his right hand. 
In amoment he stood rubbing his hand briskly 
across his forehead, and whipping his fingers 
in the air as a man does when he throws the 
perspiration from his face. He did this repeat- 
edly and with increasing rapidity until he was 
becoming very nervous, and his fingers almost 
cracked. He then put his left hand on Mr. 
Reed’s forehead, held it there a moment, and 
said: “Now concentrate your thoughts on 
what you have done,and be ready to move 
with me. I may gorapidly. I will see through 
your eyes. I am blindfolded myself, but you 
need not fear my running against a post, as I 
will see just as clearly through your eyes as if 
my own were unbound.” 

He repeated-the whipping process, and, sud- 
denly bending his head, putit against Mr. 
Reed’s hand, and, without a word, hurried al- 
most in a run out of the room, Mr. Reed follow- 
ing. He ran in and around the posts and stair- 
case even better than a stranger could have 
done with his eyes open, and struck the hall. 
Without a word he walked rapidly within a 


. few feet of the hose in which the splinter was 


hid. He then started in aroom,the door of 
which was open. Before he had entered the 
room, be turned as if at fault, hesitated a mo- 
ment, and then began to fumble with the hose. 
Finally he reached the splinter of wood, held 
it up amid applause from forty or fifty people 
who were watching. His triumph was con- 
clusive. Mr. Reed explained that when he 
saw him run toward the ; hose, that he thought 
for an instant “he will make 
a mistake and go in that 
door.” This instantaneous thought of Mr. 
Reed about the door had led Mr. Brown to 
start to enter. Mr. Reed immediately recover- 
ed his thoughts, fixed them on the splinter, 
and Mr. Brown halted as quick as thought it- 
self, and following Mr. Reed’s mind, turned 
back and went to the splinter. -Other tests 
were made, each of them as conclusive as this, 
and all simply inexplicable. A member of the 
now converted editorial corps had the following 
talk with Mr. Brown: 

“I have never been able to account for the 
peculiar power of mind reading which I pos- 
sess,’ remarked Mr. Brown, “unless it be that 
it is another, a sixth sense, or a predominant 
faculty, which is greatly developed in me. It 
is, to my belief, possessed by every one, and is 
universal, though in only a couple of cases has 
it been sufficiently developed to stand crucial 
tests. There is undoubtedly a system of mag- 
netism, of electricity in it, as was shown by 
mein a test prepared by Dr. Samuel Gross, of 
Philadelphia, who isa national authority on 
surgery. I held the hand of thesubject in mine, 
a galyvonometer, an instrument for measuring 
the minute forces of electricity, being 
placed nearby. Every time a thought passed 
through the subject’s mind, the needle of the 
instrument was deflected. In general, I think 
the power is anala ous to electricity.” 

“Is there any co :neetion between mind-read- 
ing and elairvor.. .ce?”’ 

“Well, when J iirst began giving public ex- 
hibitions of my power, I believed that theré 
was some kind of connection between the two. 
I employed my time partly in exposing the 
trickery of some of these so-called seances, Bat 
soon I began to realize, through someof my 
failures to discover some of the secre{s, that 
about two-thirds of clairvoyance, or 
spiritualism, is trickery, and the _ rest 
is solid fact. I began to believe that I 
could be a medium myself, and when 
I began to develop myself, I found I could soon, 
by placing my hands on things, send them 
floating about the air. I soon gave myself up 
to my mediumistic powers, and discovered that 
I could receive messages. I-would write them 
unconsciously, and would have to read them 
myself to know the contents. After a test I 
feel no ater exhausted. For some time I 
can ‘speak nor think; then I retire and 
yg rey! for several hours. 

“My first tests were made inChicago, where, 


about fifteen years ago, I was a reporter on the

Inter-Ocean. Horace White, now managing 
editor of the Chicago Evening News, was in 
the Inter-Ocean office one day and proposed a 
test for me. He hid a coin in a book, and 
placed the book in @& case where 
there were several hyndred others, I 
was -blincfolded, and taking White by 
the hand soon discovered the particular book 
and took the coin from it. The discovery of 
this wonderful faculty was made by me when 
a child, while walking hand in hand with my 
companions. By closing my eyes I could get a 
kvowledge of what they were thinking of and 
seo What they raw. One of my most remarka- 
ble tests was the reading of a subject’s mind 
over 150 miles of fine copper wire, wrapped 
around a great spool, the subject being but a 
few feet from me. I also read the mind of ex- 
Governor Pollock, of Pennsylvania, he being in 
Wilmington, Del., and I in Philadelphia. He 
held a telegraph wire to his temple and I held 
the opposite end, a distance of forty miles away, 
to mine, and repeated the numbers he was 
thinking about to a witness, Thesame kind of 
a test occurred to me in Chicago, where I read 
the mind of Jim Chisholm, a reporter on the 
Journal), over four blocks of telégragh wire.” 

‘Were you ever called upon to detect myste- 
rious crimes by reading the minds of crimi- 
nals?” 

“T have several times been persuaded to do 
such things, butin late years I have refused to 
make such use of my power. It is dangerous 
todoso. Ten years ago, when I was rather 
young and inexperienced, while at Baltimore, 
I was persuaded, though rather reluctantly, to 
discover the body of a murdered man. Tho 
murderer was handcuffed and placed in a car- 
riage. I sat blindfolded beside him and held 
his hand. As we drove on aimlessly, I tollow- 
ed the thoughts of the murderer, and led to 
the spot where the body was concealed. Alight- 
ing, we walked about for a few minutes, and at 
last I gave orders for the attendants to 
dig at a certain spot. A few -feet 
below the surface was found the 
body. The murderer was afterward shot 
to death in jail by a mob. After 
that I received a great many anonymous let- 
ters from persons who threatened to kill me if 
lever did such athing again. As the power 
is an advantage over the rest of mankind, it is 
probably unfair to make such use of it. “How- 
ever, in my earlier life I did much detective 
work for the Pinkertons in specially mystify- 
ing cases, but I long agoquit that. I have no 
ambition. to be known as a detective. The 
power is an unpleasant one to possess, and I do 
not care to make myself any more ofa terror 
to people thanI am now. The majority of 
people I meet are uneasy in my presence, 
They are afraid I will discover some secret, 
and many cannot be persuaded to attend my 
performances, because they fear I will find out 
something in their lives they desire to keep 
from being known. 

“A test I oftenfmake.is to draw a picture of 
any person the subject is thinking of while 
holding his hand, If the perceptive faculties 
of the subject are first class, the portrait will 
be a goodone. If not, the subject will be a 
caricature. Certainly I can draw any object 
the sutject thinks of—animals, houses, or any- 
thing. I have ceased to give private tests, the 
advice of my physician being to confine myself 
to public performancss. 

“Many were the physicians and scientists 
who attempted to expose me as a fraud and a 
copjurer, but they all signally failed. Dr. 
George M. Beard, the eminent hygienic philos- 
opher, made an attempt before the faculty of 
the Yale scientific school, but his efforts were 
so unsuccessful that the papers jumped on him 
and denounced him severely. He sued the 
New Haven Palladium for $50,000 but the suit 
never cameto trial. Dr. Beard has ever since, 
however, been a firm believer in my power, 
and when W. Irving Bishop announced himself 
in England, in 1879, as the original mind read- 
er, Dr. Beard wrote to Labouchere, of Truth, 


who exposed Bishop’s claims, and resulted in 


the latter suing him for damages.”

The French War Minister's Patriotic Letter to Cap- 


“God bless General Boulanger,” said an en- 
thusiastic Frenchman yesterday, to a party of 
gentlemen ; “he is a patriot and a true soldier. 
His admirable letter to Captain Burke about 
the Guards’ visit to France is characteristic of 
his generosity and public spirit.” 

“Has he written abeut it?” asked a ConsTI- 
TUTION reporter, and without waiting for a 
reply, the reporter hurried to Captain Burke’s 
office. “What’s the news from abroad?’ he 
asked the captain. 


“Today’s mail brought a number of letters 
and papers from different parts of Europe,” 
said Captain Burke. “I see from the French 
papers that the Gate City Guard are expected 
in Paris on July 14, and will witness the cere- 
monies in commemoration of the proclamation 
declaring France a republic, which will take 

lace on that day; and I jadge from the Lon- 
hes papers that it will bea sight that the 
members of the company will never see again.” 

“What is the programme?’ asked the re- 
porter. 

“All France, it appears, will have on her 
holiday attire,” said Captain Burke. “The day 
will be ushered in by salutes fired from the 
different fortresses throughout France. Open 
air dramatic performances at the Place 
du Bastile and the Barriere 
du Trone; gratuitous representations 
atthe principal theaters—nautical jousts on 
on the river Seine—various other entertain- 
ments at the magnificent Champs Elysees, and 
a gorgeous display of fireworks all over Paris 
at night. The buildings and boats will be 
illuminated, and a copious distribu- 
tion of alms by the government to the 
poor. All persons who have borrowed 
from the Mont de Pictie the sum of five francs 
or less will be relieved of the debt and their 
securities will be returned to them by order of 
the government, as they assume the debt. One 
of the grandest spectacles will be the review of 
fifty thousand troops of the French army at 
Longchamps, ontside of Paris. The London 
papers speak glowingly of a new feature in the 
celebration which his never occurred before, 
and that is the presence of the Gae City 
Guard, of Atlanta, Georgia, who will represent 
the citizen soldiery of America on that oc- 
casion.”’ 

“What does General Boulanger say.’’ asked 
the reporter. 

“He writes with the generous warmth of a 
Here is his letter,” said Captain 
Burke, showing the letter that displayed the 
signature of the great French miuister of war, 
which was written with a free, bold hand. 
The following is a translation of it: 

“REPUBLIQUE FRANCAISE, Office of the Minister 
of War+Paris, February 6, 1887,—Dear Captain: 
I have received the Jetter informing me of your 
intention to visit France with forty members of the 
company which you .command, the Gate City 
Guard. I am pleased to state that I had already 
been informed by the minister of foreign affairs of 
your contemplated visit before receiving your wel- 
come letter, and had already replied that there 
Was no obstacleto the realization of your wishes. 

You may consider your request as having been 
received and warmly acceded to, tand I will 
proud to be ree the first to welcome you. My 
visit to the United States is a deep and grateful re- 
membrance and I will take occasion to speak to 
you of it. It willafford me the greatest pleasure 
to see youin France with the Gate City Guard, 
coming as you do to give testimony of the patriotic 
friendship that exists between the United States 
and my own beloved country. 

Please accept, my dear captain, the assurance of 
my warmest sentiments of regard. 

GENERAL BOULANGER.” 

“Bravo! Excellent!” exclaimed several gen- 
tlemen who had entered the room. “I'll give 
you ten dollars for'that letter,” said one. “I'll 
give you twenty dollars for General Boulan- 
ger’s signature.’’ said another. “It’s already 
spoken for by a lady,” said Captain Burke. 

“What does General Pellessier write?” asked 
the reporter. 

“Here is his letter,” said Captain Burke, 
handing the reporter a foreign looking docu- 
ment, the translation of which is as follows: 

“PaLtals Do SENAT, PARis, 7 February, 1887.— 

My Dear Captain—I have the honor to reply to 
sour letter of Janu 14, and to inform you that 
he mecessary authorization is eheerfully granted 
to you and the Gate City Guard to visit France in 
uniform and with arms, and the authorization has 
been made known officially through the minister 
of foreign affairs tothe American ambassador in 
Paris who has infermed the government at Wash- 
ington, United States. You are privileged to wear 
your uniforms whemever you wish and to carry 
your arms on parade. 

‘An exception is made in your favor, as it is not 
allowed to carry arms in Frauce; but this is an 
umusual case, amd is considered a visit of amity 
between sister republics. Rest assured that every 
courtesy will be shown to you and the Gate City 
Guard, and I shall be happy to see you in Frauce. 

“Accept, dear captain, the sentiments ef highest 
old the people of your country. 
“GENERAL PH. PELLESSIER,”’ 

“That is a very cordial letter,’ remarked one 
of the party, “and the action of the French 
authorities is courteous and will be applauded 
by Americans everywhere.”’ 

“How about England? Hag the English gov- 
ernment given permission for the Guard to 
visit England as a body?” asked the reporter. 

“I have not had time to hear from the En- 

‘lish authorities yet,’ said Captain Burke, 
‘nor from Italy; but I anticipate no obstacle to 
our visit; in fact, the English press are extend- 
ing invitations to thecompany to visit other 
places in England as well as l.ondon.” 

“Is your sailing fixed positively from New 
York for Antwerp June 18?’ 

“Yes,” replied the captain. “we will leave 
Atlanta about June 15 and sail from New York 
at three o’clock on the afternoon of June 138, 
and the company will be back before the first 
of September.”

One argument 
after the otber was taken up, dissected, closely ea- 
amined and overthrown. e said: ‘‘Even ifthe 
printing press did print the Holy Bible, what of it? 
But when we come to think Bpon the matier we 
perceive that the greater part of this benefit is ac- 
tually to the steam engine.

It 
carries ;numberless copies to distant lands, and 
here by its application to the press, it so multiplies 
those copies that where there used tobe but one 
Bible there are nowa thousand. Formerly the cost 
of paper was high, printing was high; so high in- 
deed, that only the rich could afford to purchase 
the Scriptures. Bot now no poor man—not even 
the poorest need be withoutthem. Itis to steam 
that we owe this, Steam makes the paper, steam 
prints the book, steam circulates the copies. How- 
ever great, therefore, the merit may be that is due 
to the press for originally giving us the sacred book. 
a greater praise is due to the steam engine for mul- 
Uplyin and circulatingit. It is the steam engine 
that informs man daily of what is passingin this 
world. To what else could the dailv papers before 
the application of steam, be compared with the 
journals of the present time, than to a spark as 
compared with agreat conflagration’? But now 
steam collects information daily in every quarter 
of the world, daily prints the news, it brings, and 
oe, carries away again unto every quarter of the 
world the information it has gathered and recerd- 
ed.

‘THE DISEASE GLANDERS 


HOW TO DETECT THE SYMPTOMS 
AND THE TREATMENT. 


ST 


Dr, J, N. Cook, the Well-Known Veterinary Surgeon, 


Gives Some Important Facts Regardiug This 
Most Fatal Disease—Atlanta Safe From 
Disease of Any Kind—Other Points, 


The publication in Tae CoNsTITUTION yes- 
terday of the outbreak among the live stock 
in Greene county of a disease that is thought to 
be glanders, and which is fatal in its effects, 
caused considerable uneasiness among horse 
men, farmers and others who own stock. “So 
far as Atlanta is concerned the stables in the 
city were never in a better and healthier con- 
dition. The livery stables undergo a thorough 
renovation twice a year. Whitewash is used 
without stint, and disinfectants, such as crude 
carbolic acid mixed with lime, chloride of lime, 
copperas, prophylactic fluid, sprinkled all over 
the stables. 


A CONSTITUTION reperter called upon Dr. .- 


J. N. Cook, the well known veterinary sur- 
geon of Atlanta, yesterday, to get his views on 
the matter. 

‘To what do you attribute this sudden and 
fatal disease among the stock ia Greene coun- 
ty?” asked the reporter. 

“IT can hardly say with any degree of cer- 
tainty to what this outbreak isdue. From in- 
formation I have received the symptoms are 
very alarming and indicate very strongly what 
ig called glanders.” 

“Please define the symptoms. How can 
the disease be first detected and what remedies 
do you suggest?” : 

“Glanders is a malignant contagious and fatal 
disease due to the introdaction into the animal 
economy or of generation within it of an animal 
poison which infects the whole system, and 
shows its specific effects more especially upon 
the schneiderian mucous membrane, the lung; 
and lymphatic glands and ducts. Glanders and 
its variety, farcy, originate spontaneously in 
the horse and mule and are capable of trans- 
mission to man, in *whom the virus seems to 
increase in malignancy. Sheep, goats, dogs, 
the feline species, and even mice and rabbits 
are its victims when exposed to the virus. Cat: 
tle, pigs and fowls resist the action of the con- 
tagion, even when inoculated. Glanders may 
appear under at least four forms, namely: 
Acute glanders, chronic glanders, acute farcy 
and chronic farcy. Causes that may lead to 
this fatal disease are verymany. I will briefly 
state same of the frightful causes. Any debili- 
tating disease in which the blood becomes im- 
pure and poisoned, such as_ influenza, 
pinkeye, purpora, strangles, nasal gleet, neg- 
lected catarrh, impure surroundings from 
specific miasmatic or animal poisons, such as 
those generated in establishments where there 
are large numbers of stock, more particularly 
where the stables are ill-ventilated and badly 
érained. Overworked and aged stock fall 
more readily ite victims than the young and 
better cared for. 

“Symptoms in the acute form, increased tem- 
perature. ushered in by rigors, loss of appetite; 
Usually abeutthe third or fourth day a dis- 
charge from both nostrils, sometimes streaked 
with bleod. The mucus membrane lining the 
nasal chambers becomes violently inflamed and 
deeply ulcerated, breathing is hurried, prise 
feeble and rapid. Thelymphatic glands en- 
large, suppurate and burst, and death soon 
follows. 

“Chronic glanders may present itself in such 
a mild form that the general health of the ani- 
mal may not be much affected. In some in- 
stances there may be no discharge from the 
nose, Again, the discharge may be very little, 
and from one nostril only. t 
is always ee starchy, gluev 
appearance, adhering to the nostril. The 
legs swe)] sometimes. The swelling will ap- 
pear in one leg suddenly, disappear and appear 
again in another; slight swellings of the 
glands may appear in different parts of the 
body;. the animal’s appetite may continue very 

and he may continue to do good service. 
heré are many other symptoms which the 
experienced surgeon may readily detect. 

“Chronic glanders I consider the most dan- 
gerous form, as the disease is often overlooked. 
The animal may live for two years or more, in 
the meantime passing through several hands, 
and be continually sowiag the contagion. So 
far successful treatment has baffled the skill of 
veterinary ecience,and the only way todo is to 
at once isolate the affected stock and all cases 
that look at all suspicious, make a careful and 
correct diagnosis. If it is glanders in any 
form promptly destroy the affected animal and 
thoroughly disinfect harness, covering and all 
surroundings. If a wooden stable burn it up.” 

“What relation does distemper bear to gland- 
ers? Is it an aggravated formof distemper?” 

“No, sir. Properly speaking there is no dis- 


temper among horses: distemper is peculiar to | 


dogs only. Take, for instance, influenza or 
strangles, in which there is a discharge from 
the nostrils. These diseases are generally 


called by horsemen distember, which is an | 


error. Influenzaand strangles are separate 
and distinct diseases. The former is due to 
sudden and extreme changes intemperature— 
climatic changes that is—and from overworked 
stock and overcrowded stables. But these 
diseases are not fatal, and readily yield to sim- 
ple treatment. Young animals are more or less 
subject to stzangles but are easily cured.” 

“Are the stock and stables in Atlanta in a 
healthy condition?” 

‘There bas been more stock haniled in the 
city the past winter than in any previons year, 
and I know the health of the horses and mules 
was never better. The healthy condition is 
due to the careful management of the livery 
stablemen, who have taken every precaution 
against disease of all kinds.” 

“What are these precautions?” 

“Well, cleanliness, perfect ventilation and 
the free use of disinfectants.”’ 

“Which are——?’ 

“One of the best disinfectants, and by the 
way there is nothing better, is crude carbolic 

cid. One pint to a bucketful of lime, freely 
administered by the whitewasher, plenty of 
good, clean bedding, fresh water and pure feed, 
with good attention, will insure perfect health; 
and these can always be found in the stables in 
Atlanta.” 

“Is glanders a common disease in a warm 
climate?” 

“Tt is not; nor in an extreme‘ cold climate, 
either. Glanders is more common in the states 
of Illinois, Ohio and New York than anywhere 
else in the country. I have known men in 
these sections to contract this disease, and it 
always proved fatal.”

WASHINGTON.

Facte Concerning It- What It Has Done and 
What It Mey Do For the Csuse of Bauca- 
tion~Niggaraly Appropriations.

WaArntNaTon, February 25.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.]—Opposite to the great, spraw- 
ling structure which holds the main offices of 
the interior department in Washington. stands 
aplam four story brick building which the 
casual observer might mistake for a board- 
ing house. This modest establishment is the 
bureau of education, existing in the cramped 
confines of a rented structure, while the gov- 
ernment has a surplus of a hundred millions 
which congress is trying to dispose of. The 
bureau is under the control of the interior de- 
partment, and is one of its most important 
auxiliaries. There are few persons in this 
country who know the history of this institu- 
tion, or are informed in the least as to its 
effort sand its aspirations. 

At the very mention ofa national bureau of 
education old ideas and prejudices bristle into 
angry array. The bureau has been compelled 
to battle with prejudice from the start. 

Atits birth one principle was proclaimed, 
which has never yet been violated, even by 
the Blair educational bill, which marks the 
mostadvanced step toward national patronage 
of scheo’s. It was that in the matter of controi- 
ing the state machinery for establishing and 
regulating schools, the national government 
has absolutely nothing to do. 

But long ago it was conceived that the na- 
tional government was not onlyinvested with 
a right, but was charged witha duty “To ail 
the states in providing themselves with the 
best systems of public instruction of which 


them allinformation as to improvements in 
education effected, or experiments undertaken 
in eny one of them or in foreign countries, and 
by awaking through the publicatien of com- 
parative statistics, a laudable spirit of rivalry.” 

Thus the fathers of this institution believed 
they saw that, without tonchingin the least 
upon the authority of the states, they had dis- 
eovercd a wide and fruitful field which might 
he cultivated for the general benefit of the | 
country. 

THE FOUNDATIONS 


ef this cducational control were early laid in 
the control assumed by the genera! government 
ever the tuition of the Indians and the chil- 
dren in its territories. 

Congress went a step further when it set on 
foot a system designed to inform the people as 
to the geography, geology, agricultural oppor- 
tunities, and mineral wealth of the common 
domain’in the territories, and authorized the 
publication of the special reports on these 
matters. 

Then came the coast survey, to which the 
extremest stickler for states’ rights 
would not wow offer an i objection. 
The life saving service, constituted to equip 
our extensive and perilous coast with the latest 
inventions for the rescue of lives and property, | 
was the nextadvanee. Then came the fish 
commission, formed to distribute edible fishes 
throughout the union and to enrich our sterile 
streams with food for the people. The agricul- 
tural department, endowed with appropriations 
and authority to distribute seeds throughout 
our broad domain, was the next achievement 
in this line of progress. 

Not one of these institutions is compatible 
with the old doctrine of absolute states’ rights, 
but they are all the natural outgrowth of that 
feeling of nationality which has been rising for 
many years past, and which now controls the 
intelligence and directs the potent ambition of 
our people. The first 

INOUIRY INTO EDUCATION, 

directed by the genera! government, was under- 
taken in thecensus of 1540. At that timestates’

of American society and American statemen, 
confronted the friends of order, peace, thrift, 
industry, honesty, and intelligence. The na- 
tion has prosecuted » war forfour years, de- 
stroying thousands of lives and millions of 
propeity. Ithad upset the social laws and 
systems of eleven lately rebellious and five 
scyal states by causing the freedom of the Af- 
rican fo be accomplished, and enfranchising at 
least one miflion colored male adults, who, 
iiom their past training, intellectual, moral, 
aud physical, were but poorly farnished with 
the experience or the knowledge necessary for 
the discharge of the grave duties to which their 
new citizenship called them. In addition to 
these at least a million colored women andtwo 
million colored children had been made free. 
The white population of the country had been 
seriously modified during the war by the cas- 
ualties of that condition and the great immi- 
gration of foreign men tempted by large boun- 
ties to enlist in the armed service of the union 
or by high wages to engage in the numerous 
industries which were producing food, cloth- 
ing, ammunition, and equipage for its ure. 
When the war closed a great change had coure 
over the land; many of the best and bravest 
of the people were gone forever, and their pla- 
ces were but poorly filled by the ignorant and 
“the superstitious from other countries or from 
the lower depths of southern social life who 
came into prominence. Until these elements 
were thoroughly elevated and harmonized, 
there could be no real peace for the nation as 
a whole; until the various parts of the union 
understood and adopted the new social, indus- 
trial, and legal relations produced by the war, 
progress could be only uneertain, and politics © 
not a scientific pursuit but a game won by 
fraud or brute force.” 
THE BUREAU OF EDUCATION 
was the outcome of the discernment of think- 
ing men, who realized the situation of the 
union immediately after the war. The first 
general movement toward this achievement 
found expression in a national educational 
convention of school superintendents, held in 
Washington in February, 1866, at which it was 
resolved to petition congress in favor of the 
gia ea of a national bureau of educa- 
ion. 

Tbis memorial was: presented in the house 
of representatives by General Gar- 
feld on the 14th of February, 
1¢tb, with a bill fer the establishment of a 
bureau, based substantially on the recommen- 
dation of the scheol superintendents who had 
propesed the plan, This bill finally passed, 
with an amendment providing for the creation 
ci “n dc partment,” instead of “a bureau,” of 
*ducation, and was approved by President 
J: breon on the 2d of March, 1867, zt

establishment and maintenance of efficient 
echool systems and otherwise promote the 
cause of education.” = 

In other words, the bureau is inten ted to 
be an educational exchange. A visit to tae in- 


- stitution reveals the method of its operations. 


At the head of this important office is the 
HON. W. H. R. DAWSON, 

of Alabama, who was appointed commissioucr 
of education by President Cleveland last sua- 
mer. Mr. Dawson is one of the most pvomi- 
nent and influential citizens of Alabama, and 
came within a few votes of the nominativu for 
governor at the last democratic convention in 
that state. His character and accomplishm nts 
fit him in an eminent degree for the responsi- 
ble trust he is now discharging. 

Adjeining the office occupied by the commis- 
sioner and his private secretary is the depart- 
ment of correspondence. A view of its busy 
clerks and a glance at its well-filled files will 
give an idea of the extent of the business trans- 
acted through this office. Every day the mails 
bring letters from all parts of the union mak- 
ing inquiries of every conceivable chaoacter 
relative to educational methods and statistics. 
The answers to these communications are sont 
out from the correspondence room, the letters 
of inquiry being indexed and filed under a 
system which affords ready referenacd to them. 
In the preparation of the replies to these varied 
communications is a demonstration of the ad- 
mirable system of the bureau. The entire floor 
above the commissioner's office is occupied by 
the library. This large and valuable collection 
of hooks, reperts, periodicals and manuscripts 
is most methodically arranged. One rodm con- 
tains foreign educational publications, and in it 
is to be found the educational literature of all 
the most advanced foreign nations. In another 
room is a priceless collection of educational re- 
ports from the various states and territories for 
the past eighteen years, and in the same room 
are the publications and statistics of the school 
systems of hundreds of the cities in this coun- 
try. Another room is packed uncomfortably 
fullof gencral educational literature. All the 
best anthorities and the latest theories of gen- 
eral and special education are contained in this 
valuable collection. Now, here isa rich mass 
of information, covering, one may say, the en- 
tire subject of educational methods and statist: 
ics. But this extensive library would be prac- 
tically useless without the most complete 
facilities for reference, These have 
been perfected through the skill 
experience of the officials of the bureau. In 
a “reference room” there isa system of boxes 
and drawers arranged alphabetically, geograph- 
ically and scientifically so perfectly that the 
clerk who has a letter on any subject to answer 
can, ina moment's time, find the authority 
which will give the desired information: The 
library is constantly being enlarged, but its 
valuable materials are kept within easy man- 
agement by this admirable system of cata- 
loguing. Every name and every subject in 
the vast literature of education is at the com- 
mand of the most inexperienced clerk 
in the department. Last year there were 
received and answered at this department 

TEN THOUSAND LETTERS. 
They came from every quarter of the union 


/ and from abroad and covered almost every 


conceivable phase of educational inquiry. 

There were received over nine thousand 
statistical returns from states, territories, cities 
and foreign governments, which were with 
great labor compiled and systematically ar- 
ranged. 

Since its foundation the bureau has issued 
one hundred and thirty-three publications on 
general and special subjects. This number 
does not include the valuable annual reports 
of which seventeen have appeared; 
one is in press and one in preparation. Among 
these publications are some of the most val- 
uable contributions yet made to the science of 
education. 


In 1872 the bureau undertook the diffiicultand 
unprecedented task of preparing the statistics of 
all the public libraries of the United States. 
Returns were received from about four thous- 
and five hundred libraries, ranging from the 
Boston public library with its 430,000 volumes, 
to the public libraries of many villages with 
their 300, which marked the limit Sof the in- 
quiry. ‘The result of this laborious work was a 
new impulse in library management. Hitherto 
there had been nothing like organization or 
co-operation among the libraries of 
this country or of Europe. The publication of 
these statistics caused the organization of the 


’ first societies ever established for the discus- 


sion of library methods, and from the same im- 
pulse sprang the first and only library journals 
which are now published in this country and 
in Europe. 

Last year there was a second publication of 
this kind, more complete than the first. It 
contains statistics of 5,338 public libraries in 
this country. The total number of volumes 
represented in these returns is 20,622,076. New 
York leads all the states in the number of 
her public libraries, being credited with 780. 
Maseachusetts is second with 569, and Pennsyl- 
vania third with 433. Georgia is at the head 
of the list of the southern states with 66. 

One of the most recent and most valuable of 
the publications of the bureau is the work of 
Prof. I. Edwards Clark on “High Art Educa- 
tion.”’ Prof. Clark has for years been connect- 
ed with this oflice. He is the best authority in 
this couutry on technical education, and this 
work is the mest valuable contribution 
we have yet had to the iit- 
erature of technology. It has been 
read and commended in this country and 
abroad, and has already been accorded a place 
among theclassics of educational literature. 
There have been many other worthy and yal- 
uable efforts embodied in the department of 
publications, but I select these as two exam- 
ples showing the high character of these con- 
tributions. 

One of the most interesting features of the 
bireau is 

THE MUSEUM. 

Here is to be seen a most interesting and in- 
structive display of educational appliances. 
Within the last decade or two there 
has been a complete’ revolution in 
the methods of instruction, from the 
primary classes to the highest grades of the 
university. All the stages of this progress are 
portrayed in the museum. No school for 
children can exist in any enlightened com- 
‘munity of this day which does not use the 
object lesson system. The evolution of this 
system.is admirably set forth in the maps 
and charts which adorn the walls of this div- 
ison of the bureau. There need be no wonder 
that the children of teday are so much bett r 
informed than were the children of a genera- 


tion back. Education wasimainly then the: 


botch work of persons who could find 
nothing else to do; now it is the profession of 
men and women who appreciate their high 
calling and fit themselves for it by scientific 
training and devoted application. The array 
of pictures, raised maps, charts, and ether in- 
ventions in the museum is very fine. In addi- 
tion to this there isa collection from foreign 
countries to show the comparative progress of 
the nations in the science of education. One 
ofthe most interesting exhibits is that of 
Japan, a country which we are accustomed to 
regard as in the twilight of 
civilization. Some of their

The neatest and most 
complete scientific, mathematical, geographical 
and physiological apparatus to be seen in this 
large and instructive collection are from 
Frenee. It is astonishing to*see what splendid 
equipments is furnished by the French re- 
aa to the public schools throughout its lim-

If congress could be 
induced to spend some one of the days it wastes 
in doing nothing, or worse than nothing, up in 
its fitteen million dollar marble palace, ia the 
inspection of this bureau, ina conscientious 
study of what it has done, and an intelligent 
effort to comprehend what it could do, we 
should have no more such puny appropriations 
for — it. here are employed in 
the bureau only ._ thirty-five persons, 
including the commissioner. Nearly all of 
these are thoroughly educated ladies and gen- 
tlemen. Several of them are skilled linguist, 
who have at ready service all the languages of 
Europe. Almest every employe of the. bureau 
can speak French. From the commissioner to 
the humblest clerk they are ali shamefally un- 
derpaid. When the bureau was first estab- 
lished the commissioner received $4,000 a year. 
After nineteen years Of labor and progress, and 
after untold benefits have flowed ont 
from this center of educational 
information to every state and city, and town- 
ship in the country the commissioner is allow- 
ed the magnificent compensation of $3,000 a 
year. 

I suppose Japan could give us a healthy 
lesson just here. The French would make us 
ashamed of ourselves. I know that the gen- 
tleman who now presides over this important 
office accepted it at a considerable sacrifice of 
his personal interest, Since the bureau was 
established it has had only three commis- 


sioners. 

Henry Barnard, LL. D., of Connec- 
ticut, owas the first of these. He 
served from 1867 to 1870. Then John Eaton, 
of Tennessee, was appointed and held the 
office until last summer when he was succeed- 
ed by Mr. N. H. R. Dawson, of Alabama, the 
present commissioner. 

The history of the burean has been highly 
honorable in every way. Its future must de. 
pend on the intelligence and liberality of con- 
gress. If the people understood the possible 
value of this institution they would see that 
congress did its duty by it, F. H. RB.

Brandon's Hoary Age—Something Like Some Noted 
Georgia Towns An Old Insoription— 
Governor Lowry’s Old Home-—A Lit- 
tle Town on the Yazoo River. 


It isthesame old story—every town has 
something to boast of, something that no other 
town has got. However unattractive the 
place may: be you willsoon hear of some- 
thing. Of course they are all the very health- 
fest places in the world, and the climate is 
just superb. I like this. In fact I have 
always admired the contented ald farmer who 
gaid that his oats were “low, but—thin.” They 
Zoid me at Newton that no pestilence had ever 
been there, that cholera and yellow fever had 
ecn all around but eould find no placeat New- 
fon whereon to rest the sole of its pestilential 
foot. They have an idea that on the 
mext visitation of the horrible 
plague thousands of people will fly in hot 
daste.to Newton and then a boom will come. 

Brandon is one of the oldest towns in the 
ptate. In factitishoary withage. It should 
ibe preserved and reverenced asa relic. The 
Airst rail road was built from Brandon and I 
Rhink the first bank was established there. 
Forty years agolI stopped at Brandon and 
ppent the night in along-bodied, old-fashioned 
hotel that had a long-bodied L. and all sorts of 
stairs and passagesund winding ways and at- 
gic windows. I rode along eared mule across 
the state from Mobile to Vicksburg 
and stopped over night at Brandon. 
‘The same old hotel is here—one of those big 
pld-fashioned barns that used to prevail in al- 
most every town,and hada swinging siga- 
board, that creaked and swayed with the wind 
and said, “Entertainment for Man and Beast.” 
They use “d to bave a plantation bell swung up 
pn a frame ¢’ ose by, and a ropo attached to ring 


the guests to fried chicken and ham and egzs 
and beat biscuit and baconand greens and 
sausage and lye hominy and cracklin’ bread. 


The judge and the bar rode the circuit then— 
mot in railroads ner one atatime, but all to- 
gethir in buggiesand gigsand sulkies. It 
was quite a cavalcade, and attracted won- 
der and awe and attention 
like a traveling circus. The judge’s room was 
always the biggest and best, and every night 
the lawyers would gather there and talk and 
tell anecdotes and exchange their genial wit 
and hamuvr and it wasa rare treat to a young 
man to be admitted toa corner and listen t» 
them. It was a feast to me I know, and I still 
treasure the memory of those delightful even- 
ings at Gainesville and Jeiferson and Mon- 
ree and Watkinsville and Clarkesville, when 
and Hillyer and 
and Hatchins and 

eeples and Jackson an d Hull were the luwi- 
maries of the western circuit. What a galaxy 
‘was there—all notable menin their day and 
all honorable, There was no trickery in their 
practice for they scorned it, and they loved to 
mect each other on these semi-annual ridings 
and each one was expected to come laden with 
anew batch of anecdotes wherewith to cheer 
the night. This venerable moss-coveied hoase 
at Br: carried -me back to those 
times and I felt like painting a head board and 
neiling it on somewhere, with the inscription, 
‘Sacred to the Memory of—’ A friend said 
that it was a pity the old house would not catch 
on fireand burnup. But, no; I wouldn’t have 
itso. Let it stand, if it willstand. I feltlike 
faking off my hat to it and saying: 


Good friend, let's spare that barn, 
Touch NOt its Mossy roof—-

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A gocd old matron is keeping it now, and 
her table abounds in generous old-fashioned 
fare. Brandon has been the nursery for many 
notabie men. Governor Lowry lives here 
when he is not governor, and Judge Mayers, a 
cultured and genial gentleman of the olden 
time. The McLaurins are here, men notable 
in their profession. Lere, too, once lived the 
great planterand banker, Richardson, who died 
BO rich not long ago, and here lived our 
fellow-citizen, Colonel Livingston Mims, of 
Atlanta, and here he got his wife, and these 
are types enough to show what Brandon has 
done ardisdoing. Governor Lowry wasa poor 
boy and used to ride the mail. I was glad to 
hear this, for I used to ride the mail myself, 
and maybe I will yet be governor— 
who knows ? My father was 
postmaster and when I was fourteen he 
mounted me on along, high-back horse that 
rocked like a came}, and made me ride the 
mail twice a week from Lawrenceville to Ross- 
well and back the same day, which was fifty 
miles, and it made me as tough and as impu- 
dent as acow boy. Besides being the mail boy 
I was akind of common carrier forthe old 
women on the route, and used to carry socks 

d hcememade cloth and other things to town 


> forthem and bring back indigo and mad- 


der and coperas and narrowed homespun 
and cinnamon draps and needles and pins and 

so forth. The first trip I made an old lady 
hailed me from her door and asked me if I was 
a mail boy. I said, “Yas mam—you dident 
suppose I was a female boy, did you?” It made 
her very mad, and when I told my mother 
about my smert wit, she lookeds d and said 
it was not good manners, and persuaded me to 
stopat the old lady’s house and apologize. This 


made her my friend, and during the cold win- 


ger she would make me stop at her house and 
warm, and she knit me a pair of socks to wear 
wvyer my shocs, and give me ginger cakes and 
applies, end I cariied many a bundle for her, 

But talk abo ut yourtowns, I found a little 
wity hid away out on the Yazoo river that sur- 
prised me very much. It is right hard to find 
and you come upon it very unexpoctedly 
‘when _ do find it~—for although it 


is not . an island exactly, it might 
as ell. hoster it has no_ nabors 
~ mnd isa kind of imperium in imperio. Yazoo 


City is certainly the most independent little 
wity I know of. They found enongh dry land 
over there to build a town on, and plenty of 
high bluffs to retreat to incase of a general 
flood. The town rises gently and gracefally 
to __— these highlands, The business 
blocks are compact and the stores are all-in 
good architectural taste and well kept. The 
streets are ail graveled and never get muddy. 
‘be churches are near together and the homes 
of the people look attractive and inviting. 
in— come right in.”’ they seemed to say, 
and I would not have hesitated to have visited 
apy house and intraduccd myself, for I 
know that a _ well-behaved stranger 
would find a weleome. The people all 
Beem to be one family and they stop at the 
_— and talk as they pass each other’s homes. 
ven the great Illinois Central railroad seems 
to be proud of the town and has built there 
the finest freight and passenger depots that 
are in the state. Half Tease steamboats ply

From Yazoo city I went to Wesson, a small 
town that is noted for the “Mississippi Mills,” 
the most extensive manufacturing of cotton 
and woolen fabrics thatis inthe south. A mil- 
lion and a quarter are invested here, and the 
stock is nearly all owned by the Richardson 
family and Captain Oliver. The captain took 
me through a mile and a half of its winding 
ways, and but for him I would have been lost 


and never found my way:outagain, The 
demand for his goods is 80 
great that he cannot promptly 


fill his orders. The reputation of their goods 
is known to all dealers in the south, for they 

make nothing shoddy. Fight hundred chil- 
cien and youths are on their pay roll,and their 
weges are from thirty cents a day to one dollar 
anda half. Captain Oliver is not exactly a 
Georgian, but was raised just over the line a 
Eufaula. His people, as he calls them, all love 
bim, and the children inthe factory ‘smile a 
welcome as he comes. He isa big hearted big 
framed man, and feels his great responsibility 
forthe health and morals of every family 
in the community. He is wealthy enough to 
live in a large city and enjoy its privileges, but 
says he is happy here, “a has no higher am- 
bition than to operate these mills and move 
like a patriarch among these humble-~ people. 
At morning prayers he gathers his household 
and his guests around him, and reads from the 
Psalms of David, and comments as he reads. 

“Blessed is every one that feareth the Lord 
and walkethin His ways, for thou shalt eat 
the labor of thine hands and happy shalt 
theu be,” 

“Now, that’s so, exactly so—ain’t it Major? 
It is just as true as Gospel. Happy shall thou 
be—yes, that is so.” 

Then he read on, “Thy wife shall beasa 
frnitful vine, and thy children like live plants 
around thy table.” 

“That’s so too, ain’t it, _— 
know that it is so?’’ he said
